A CURIOUS Boron. 
THE JAPANESE INDEMNITY BILL. 
St. Louis Globe- Democrat. 

Wasuineton, D. C., June 16.—An exam- 
ination of the Japanese indemnity bill reveals 
a curious botch made of the matter by the 
Senate. As amended by striking out and 
inserting various words and lines it is left so 
that the President is directed to pay Japan 
$785,000 out of his own pocket. If the House 
should concur the President would be justi- 
fied in returning the bill with a demurrer. 
The original bill, as passed by the House, 
provided for the restoration of the fund to 
Japan, it never having been covered into the 
Treasury. It was specified that the fund 
under control of the Department of State 
was the money to be restored. The Senate 
struck out the words “fund under contro! of 
the Department of State” and the amount, 
and inserted — wd the new sum, “* $785,000,” 
which the President was directed to turn 
over toJapan through our Minister to that 
Government. This, without ap ropriating 
anything. A line was also in directi 
that nds which compromise the fun 
shall be burned. This part of the bill pro- 
vides for a ne destruction of property to 
the extent of the premium on the securities, 
which is about 20 cents on the dollar, and 
which will be lost by such a senseless opera- 
tion. The Senators evince a good deal of 
sensitiveness about the matter, under the 
universal condemnation their action has 
elicited from the press of the country, with-

Des Morngs, Ia., June 18—1 a. m.—A tornado 
swept through Central Jowa late tonight, the 
path of it running from northwest to southeast 
from twenty miles north of Des Moines. 

N THE TOWN OF GRINNNELL

It is 120 
miles west of Davenport, and 55 miles east by 
north of Des Moines. 


The Widespread Damage Done by the 
Storm of Friday Night and Saturday 
Morning. 


LEAVENWORTH, Kas., June 17.—A terrible wind 
storm prevailed between 12 and 1 o'clock this 
morning, and Mount St. Mary's Academy, four 
miles south of the city, suffered terribly. The 
main tower was blown over on the dormitory, 
crushing in the roof, and Ida Golden, Annie Me- 
Donald. and Mabel McLanathan, of this city, and 
Mary Austin, of Carrollton, Mo., aged from Il to 
15, were 


INSTANTLY KILLED. 
A score of other children were uninjured. The 
Kansas Central Elevator was biown down. 
Loss, $50,000. The loss in the city and county 1s 
about $500,000.

Fruit is halt stripped from the trees, but will 
still be a good crop. An upknown man was 
blown into the river and drowned. Barns and 
houses were blown down and unroofed all over 
the city, trees uprooted, and general devasta- 
tion wrought. 
GREAT DAMAGE DONE AT ATCHISON, KAG., 
AND ADJACENT PLACES.

Atcursoy, Kas., June 17.—The most terrific 
storm experienced in the Missouri Valley passed 
over this section last night, raging with unusual 
severity and force. At precisely 12 o'clock the 
community was startled by a deafening peal of 


thunder. The electrical phenomena were par- 


ticularly appalling for two bours, as the heav- 
ens were one sheet of light. Bolt after bolt 
rent the air, until the intensest excitement pre- 
valled in all households, many making prepara- 
tions to seek their celiars for protection, which 
some did. The rain fell in torrents, flooding 
things and filling cellars and basements. The 
wind tore down signs, cornices, outhouses, trees, 
and fences, playing with them as chaff. 
HOUSES DESTROYED. 

The residences of P. Galibraith and 8. A. Ber- 
lin were struck with lightning and seriously in- 
jured. The houses of C. E. Styles and J. E. 
Howe were demolished, the first carried ten teet 
from its foundation, the latter being splinters 
and kindling. The County Poor-House was also 
destroyed by lightning and wind. Telegraph 
wires leading in all directions are down, with 
butoneto Kansas City. The wind was very 
heavy in the west, and along the Central Branch 
Road, being accompanied by bail. At Greenleaf: 
most of the windows in the west side are out. 
The same at Downs and Cawker City, where 
houses were also wrecked. The rain caused 
severe break$ and washouts from Nortonville, 
on the Sania Fé. No lives were lost, but in- 
juries were sustained by many. 

SIX HOUSES WERE BLOWN DOWN, 
and chimneys and trees leveled. The front of 
the large store of Griffin & Son was blow in. 
The damage in town was $15.000. On the Santa 
FV Branch, twenty miles east of Topeka, fifteen 
freight cars were biown from and across the 
track. The passenger-train following ran into 
the wreck and was derailed, the engine and cars 
going into the ditch. This finished the chapter 
of a radius of 300 miles so far as heard from. 
The growing crops were much, and it is feared 
permanently, injured. Field after field of wheat 
is down and broken; the same for oats and rye 
Corn is flattened and broken like reeds, and in 
some sections irreparably. 
AT LEAVENWORTH, KAS.

LEAVENW ORTH, Kas., June 17.—Reports show 
that the storm covered a wide area of country. 
Throughout it was most violent in a narrow

AT VALLEY FALL, KAS. 

VALLEY FALLS, Kas., June 17.—A severe wind- 
storm passed over this section about 12 o'clock 
last night. E. D. Hillyer was struck by light- 
ning and seriously injured. A large partof the 
roof of Hutchings’ livery-stabie was blown away 
and another building blown from its foundauon. 
In the country anumber of houses and barns 
were blown down, but no one hurt.

Sr. Loutrs, Mo., June 17.—The severest storm 
that has visited this region fora very long time 
passed over the city between 12 and 1 o'clock 
this morning. The wind attained a velocity of 
sixty-six miles per hour and did very great dam- 
age. but so far as now known no single injury 
of magnitude occurred. Trees and fences were 
prostrated in all sections Of the city; suhtters.

The improvement will not add one dollar to 
the genera! tax, since it must be made at the 
cost of the abutting property, the owners of

under conditions which shall assure to them 
proper care of the expensive investment. 
It was a mistake to turn the Michigan 


-boulevard east at Thirty-fifth street, which 


was and continues to be a narrow business 
thoroughfare. This mistake was foreseen at 
the time by many people, but it is now ob 
vious tgveverybody. The importance of the 
boulevarding of Michigan avenue was not 
generally appreciated till the improvement 
was nearly completed and the exceeding 
beauty of the driveway impressed itself upon 
all who saw it. Greatadvances in municipal 
development are only secured by gradual ap- 
proaches, and now it is plain that the various 
boulevards leading to the parks from the 
central parts of the city—Michigan avenue in 
the South Division, Washington boulevard 
in the West Division, and the Lake-Shore 
drive in the North Division—are of greater 
benefit to the city than the parks themselves. 
When the system shall be fully com- 
pleted, Chicago, which has more cool 
weather in the summer months than 
any other city in the country, will be uni- 
versally regarded as the most attractive urban 
resort in the world. Michigan boulevard 
alone, when it shall extend as far south as 
Garfield boulevard (Fifty-fifth street) in one 
continuous and uniform style of driveway, 
grass-plats, trees, and sidewalks, and lined 
on both sides with bandsome residences, 
will add not merely to the beautification of 
the city and the enjoyment ot life, but also to 
the value of property everywhere and the 
increase of business. The boulevard sys- 
tem, fully carried out in every division of 
the city as an essential adjunct to the park 
system, will be one of the surest guarantees 
of Chicago’s future prosperity and progress. 

The proposed transfer of Michigan ave- 
enue, between Thirty-fifth and Fifty-fifth 
streets, to the Park Commissionérs is the 
only process whereby the full benefit of the 
improvement can be secured. Uniformity in 
the character of the street and proper cara 
of the improvement after it shall have 
been made cannot be guaranteed in any 
other way. Moreover, the improvement is 
costly, and the law which authorizes the 
transfer of the street to the Park Com- 
missioners enables the property-owners to 
pay for it in four annual installments, thus 
rendering the outlay tolerable to property- 
owners who could not afford to pay forit ina 
lump. If the continuation of the boulevard 
should be left to private agreement among 
the property-owners, or to an assessment 
under city and Hyde Park authority, it 
would probably be delayed several years. 
The city has not the money to pay for pav- 
ing the intersections, and would not under- 
take that work. The owners of the abutting 
property in Hyde Park would not be willing 
for some time tocome to pay in a single 
installment so large a sum as the improve- 
ment will cost; and even then the driveway 
would not be protected from heavy 
teaming nor preserved by constant care 
as if it were under the park man- 
agement. There can scarcely be a 
reasonable doubt, then, that the City Coun- 
cil, as far as its jurisdiction extends, and the 
Village of Hyde Park, as to that part of 
Michigan avenue within its jurisdiction, will 
take immediate steps to put the street under 
the authority of the Park Commissioners as 
soon as it shall be certain that the property- 
owners are willing to sustain the cost of im- 
provement. 

While it is within the discretion of the 
Park Commissioners to accept or reject the 
jurisdiction over the avenue after it shall be 
turned over to them, it may be confidently 
assumed that they will not decline the trust. 
Having taken charge of that portion of the 
avenue north of Thirty-fifth street, they 
would hardly find it compatible with their 
duty to refuse the control of that portion 
south of Thirty-fifth street. They were 
appointed to serve as trustees in just 
such cases, and the extension of 
the’ Michigan boulevard would be an 
integral and important part of the 
park system under their control. No 
part of the cost of the improvement would 
come out of the fund allowed them by law 
for the mgintenance ef the parks, since it | 
must be paid for under the law by the own- 
ersof the property fronting on Michigan 
The subsequent maintenance of 
the street would add, under their admirabie 
system, but a few thousand dollars a year to 
the present cost of maintenance, and that 
sum may be expended to better advantage 
for a few years to come in taking care of the 


boulevards than in pushing the improvement 


of the outlying parks, Aside from this, it 
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to discover any serious obstacle in the way 
of an immediate extension of Michigan 
ulevard. — — — 
THE PURPOSE OF MISS PARNELL’S PLEA. 
The uncentlemanly, rade, and churlish 
manner in which Lord-Lieutenant Spencer 
treated the sister of the Irish leader last 
Thursday in Dublin will, perhaps, be pro- 
ductive of some good results. It will direct 
the attention of the world to the barbarous 
and brutal courses of Irish landlords towards 
their tenants—courses which, by the way, are 
now sustained by law, though the responsi- 
ble government ot Ireland has in very em- 
phatic terms condemned this law as unjust, 
harsh, and oppressive. 
‘The tenants in whose behalf Miss Parneil 
to the Lord-Lieutenant are those 
for whom her brother and Mr. Dillon made 
an appeal a few weeks agoin the House of 
Commons, and whose unfortunate circum- 
stances Secretary Trevelyan promised to in- 
vestigate—reference is made to the Limerick 
County tenants of Lord Cloncurry. In the 
number of fruth for June 1 Mr. Labouchére 
_telis their story as follows: 


These tenants are rented 40 per cent above 
the Poor law (that is, Griffith's) valaation; they 
22 a year ago the amount of their rent, less 
Per cent, having by borrowing gra 
deen able to meet their obligations. 
at once t out of their bold 
tenant-right confiscated, y the 
desperate effort, and off Lord Cloncurry his 
rent without any abatement, iu order to bring 
themselves within the benefit of the approach- 
ing Land act. This, however, was re and 
Lord Vloncurry to m to sign new 
leases for sixty-six years, at the old scandalous 
standard. declined this, the Land League 
sent down wooden huts for them, as they were 
houseless. The myrm of Mr. Forster at once 
interfered, and forbade the erection of those 
huts, and the result is that 300 families are home- 
less, and if not relieved will have to go to the 
workhouse. 


Lord Edmund Fitzmaurice, the brother of 
the Marquis of Lansdowne, who cannot 
be called a model or generous landiord 
by any manner of means, said, during the 
debate which Parnell and Dillon raised 
on this question, that he thought Lord Clon- 
eurry’s conduct in this matter might be de- 
scribed as summum jus summa injuria,” 
that he had pressed his tegal rights too far, 
and had inflicted great hardship on his 
tenants—in fact, treated them not only un- 
generously but unjustly. He even, brother 
of the Marquis of Lansdowne that he is, 
thought Lord Cloncurry “ought to accept 
his tenants’ terms.“ 

Now these same tenants are the persons 
for whom Miss Parnell pleaded to Lord 
Spencer, and what was the substance of her 
plea? That she should be allowed to erect 
huts for the evicted and outraged tenants at 
the expense of the Land League, that she 
might be enabled to shelter them, and that 
their young children may be protected from 
exposure, which to them means death. 

This is the case plainly stated. Who will 
wonder that outrages against landlords are 
committed in Ireland? Isit not a surprise 
that such brutal courses as Lord Spencer 
condones and Lord Cloncurry pursues do 
not give rise to more outrages?

WOMEN PHYSICIANS. 

The question of the admission of women as 
regular practitioners came up at the recent 
session of the Massachusetts Medical Society, 
and the action upon it, although it resulted 
unfavorably, shows progress, will prob- 
ably be looked upon as encou by the 
friends of the movement. The motion in 
favor of admitting women who ate qualified 
to admission upon the same terms as men 
was actually passed by the society by a vote 
of 104 to 60, but, unfortunately for them, 
changes of this kind cannot be made in 
the reguiations of the society except by 
permission of the council, and the coun- 
cil negatived the proposition. A subse- 
quent effort was made to accomplish 
the same object in a different manner, 
and a motion was made so to change 
the by-laws that either the council or the 
society might inaugurate a change of this 
kind, which, if it had been adopted, would 
have left the society free to admit women to 
its ranks as qualified practitioners. The mo- 
tion was only lost dy one vote, which may be 
looked upon as equivalent to success next 
time. 

The Boston Journal, in discussing the ac- 
tion of the society, calls attention to one very 
important fact—namely: that the admission 
of women to the society is a necessary safe- 
guard for the public, and it quotes the fol- 
lowing extract from the remarks of one of 
the leading physicians in attendance bearing 
upon this point: 


The real question is this: There are a great 
many women educated or uneducated who are 
practicing medicine. This society was incor- 
porated, in great measure, to protect the com- 
munity from incompetest persons; the State 
gave us rights, but it also gave us duties, and 
that was the duty. There are women practicing 
medicine in Boston, muny of whom are compe- 
tent; and besides that the State is placing in its 

sous and hospitals women as physicians. Whe 
to decide that they are competent? This society 
was made a tribunal for men; it should act in the 
same manner for women. We may say that 
those who empioy women as doctors take their 
own riek; but is this right? I think not. When 
the question comes up, and is fairly decided by 
the censors, whe are competent, the community 
must be relieved ot a very great diflicuity, There 
bas been no institution in this State in which 
women could be riy educated, and for this 
reason, if for no other, some tribunal for them 
should be established in order that people may 
have some knowledge that women physicians are 
iy educated. There will not be a large 
number of such women. 


Leaving all other considerations aside, the 
one suggested above is of the highest im- 
portance. Whatever may be the action of 
medical societies, there will be women phy- 
sicians, and they will practice. More than 
this, there will be people who will employ 
them in preference to men physicians. Why 
should not those who prefer the services of 
the former have the right to as good a guar- 
anty of their abilities as they would have if 
they were employing the latter? No person 
who secures the services of a male phy- 
sielan need be in doubt as to his abil- 
ity. The lines between the ignorant 
and the skillful, between quacks and 
reputable practitioners, are so sharply 
and clearly drawn that no one need employ a 
quack oran ignorant physician unless so 
disposed. In the case of women, however, 
such guarantees do not clearly exist, and 
general reputation, Which. is not always a 
safe test, is the only guide the public: has, 
first, because obstacles have always been 
placed in the way of women who desired to 
obtain a medical education; and second, be- 
eause old and well established medical 
schools and colleges whose diplomas are re- 
garded as guarantees of the skill and ability 
of those holding them have been averse to 
declaring over signature and seal that women 
are capable of practicing medicine. There 
are many women-physicians inChicago, but 
except in one or two cases what guarantee 
does the public possess that they are quali- 
fied for their profession ? 

The right of women to enter the profession 
upon the same terms and to practice it upon 
the same conditions and with the same ad- 
vantages as men, should be placed, however, 
upon broader grounds than this. It is ab- 
surd to deny in these days that women are 
not qualified to practice. Even with the 
limited advantages they have had, ana the 
prejudices of male physicians operating 
against them, the contrary has been proved 
over and over again, and it is equally true, 
as Was urged at the meeting of the Massa- 
chusetts Society, that there are many people 
who would prefer to employ them if they 
were confident of their skill. Women have 
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+ medicines. There are many diseases 
which, grant equal skill in both 
sexes, Ought to be intrusted to 

en, and there are many patients who 
would prefera woman physician, even if 
they felt confident that the man physician 
was perfectly competent to take care of them. 
If to the natural qualities which women pos- 
sess. they could have the superadded know!l- 
edge obtained in the schools and the recom- 
mendation to the public which a legitimate 
diploma gives, certainiy no harm would be 
done. On the other hand, there is every rea- 
son to believe that women might rise to a 
very high degree of success. It seems rather 
absurd that among the professors of a science 
which is even now in a large dearee tenta- 
tive and experimental there should be any 
adhesion to traditions or any opposition toa 
movement which offers strong probabilities 


of success.

MUNICIPAL ABUSES. 

The feeling of self-suffitiency which a re- 
publican form of government inspires leads 
most Americans into the mistake of regard- 
ing with pity the people who live under the 
“effete monarchies” of Europe. This is all 
very well so far as political liberty goes, but 
there is abundant reason to believe that indi- 
vidual rights and community privileges are 
much better protected by the municipal sys- 
tems of Europe than they are by the City 
Governments in this country which are set 
up by popular suffrage. Mr. O. B. Frothing- 
ham, in a recent magazine article on “ The 
Care for the Peopie under Despotism,” 
points out many particulars in which the in- 
habitants of European cities enjoy great ad- 
vantages over those of American ones. In 
the number and extent of parks; in the im- 
provement, preservation, and cleaning of the 
streets; In the prevention of fires; in the 
protection of life and property; in the pre- 
caution taken to prevent the encroachments 
of one man or one class upon the rights of 
others, and in many other respects so-called 
despotism certainly has its advantages. 
Some of the common experiences of Chicago 
life will serve to illustrate this fact, For 
instance, within the last week the South 
Side gas company has torn up the pavement 
on both sides of Wabash avenue along sev- 
eral blocks south of Twenty-ninth street, for 
the purpose of repairing or examining its 
pipes. In any European city it would follow 
as a matter of course that the pavement 
should be restored in just as good a condition 
as it was before it had been disturbed. Not 
so here. The company merely filled in the 
ditches it had dug with loose earth and 
then threw the blocks pell-mell on the top, 
where enterprising drivers of express-wagons 
have been picking them up and carting them 
off to use as kindling-wood. It is true that 
the repairing of Wabash avenue has been 
ordered, but it may be weeks or even months 
before the work can be done, and in the 
meantime the street has been left in such a 
condition by the gas company in prosecuting 
its private business that carriages and supply 
wagons cannot draw up in front of the 
houses, and the loose dirt and dust are car- 
ried through the open windows of the resi- 
dences these hot days and nights, doing a 
damage of thousands of dollars to furniture, 
carpets, clothes, and other private property. 
It is a wonder that people submit tamely to 
such outrages, and yet the Wabash avenue 
experience is common in all parts of the city 
from time to time. 

Another conjectural instance: Wabash av- 
evenue is to be paved with asphalt blecks— 
an improvement which will cost about 
twice as much as the wooden-block pave- 
ment. One of the advantages urged 
in behalf of the asphalt-block pave 
ment is that it can de washed and 
swept off, and kept clean and pure. But 
will that be done? Past experience scarcely 
warrants the hope. A similar pavement for 
a block on Twenty-eighth street is allowed 
to accumulate dirt for lack of ordinary care. 
Still another case ih point: Would any Eu- 
ropean city which had officially deciared 
telegraph and other electrical poles a nui- 
sance make exceptions to the law, and post- 
pone indefinitly the ultimate abatement of 
the nuisance? Or again: Would any mu- 
nicipal corporation under a monarchical gov- 
ernment permit flagrant violations of build- 
ing laws, thereby allowing certain people to 
imperil the property belonging to others? 
These are instances taken haphazard froma 
multitude of abuses incident to the popular 
system of municipal government which 
should receive more consideration than they 
do from long-suffering people who fail to 
protect themselves against themselves.

Prince BisMARCK’s recent iliness seems 
this time to have had no effect upon the 
Reichstag, for it has buried. his tobacco-mo- 
nopoly scheme, which would have given the 
Government the complete control of the 
manufacture, warehousing, and sale of to- 
bacco, out of sight by a vote of 276 to 42, and 
this, too, notwithstanding that the monopoly 
was his pet scheme, and that he moved 
Heaven and earth to carry it. The combina- 
tions which he effected in the Reichstag at 
the recent elections were powerless. They 
were broken. Even his illness had no effect. 
He eried Wolf“ once too often. The ques- | 
tion now is whether the scheme will stay 
buried. He is a man of infinit resources 
and undaunted courage. But this time he 
has to fight a public that declares it will not 
submit to the tobacco monopoly. If it suc- 
ceeds in carrying out this declaration, who 
knows but that it may carry out others, and 
then what becomes of his recent dictum 
that the Riechstag is only the instrument for 
carrying out the decrees of the Government?

THE petty tyranny which can be practiced 
by small officials in France is illustrated by 
the treatment of Mme. Minck, the famous 
Communist, Contrary to the practice of the 
female Communists, she married not long 
ago, and proved herself sufficiently maternal 
in her feelings to haveason. This son, in 
the exercise of their parental right, if not in 
very good taste, they christen Lucifer 
Blanqui Vercingetorix, whereupon the 
Mayor of the district dragged out an anti- 
quated and long-forgotten law of 1805, which 
forbids the employment of names hot found 
in the Gregorian Calendar, and peremptorily 
ordered the withdrawal of the obnoxious 
names. As Mme. Minck will have nothing 
to do with the Gregorian Calendar, the boy 
must belong to the No-Name Series.

The St. Mary's Training-School. 

Something in the direction which Tue 
TRIBUNE has for a long time advocated, though 
perhaps not entirely in the spiritof that advo- 
cacy. bas just been commenced here by the au- 
thorities of the Roman Catholic Church. The 
new St. Mary’s Training-School for Boys which 
is being established at Feehanville, in the vicini- 
ty of this city, is one of the most worthy projects | 
which have bad their inception in the benevo- 
lence, charity, or forethought of Chicago men. 
It is one which merits the consideration, as we 
believe it is worthy of the cordial and generous 
support, of every class and creed in the com- 
munity. 

Fon many years there has been in this city 
what has been called a Training -School for Boys. 
ln it what Vicar-General Conway called last 
Thursday at Feehanville “the wandering, 
friendiess juvenile Arabs and orphans found a 
shelter, but what could scarcely be called a 
home. It was located in the very centre of the 
Healy Slough, its management was far from 
perfect, and the treatment of the boys was not 
what humanity or cbarity could

This will become the future home, 
the training-school of thousands of the wander- 
ing friendiess arabs, “ whose bed bas been the 
stairway of some public building,” whose only 
shelter has been a sidewalk, whose refuge has 
been too frequently the jail, and whose only 
future but for this kindly charity might have 
been a life of outlawry and crime. Here these 
poor waifs of humanity will find a home, obtain 
ao education, and learn lessons of morality, pa- 
tience, and industry. This project is a benevo- 
lent and praiseworthy one worthy the support 
and generous encouragement of every class in 
the community, because as Vicar-Genera! Con- 
way said it is the purpose of its founders to 
preserve youthful inmocence, check vice, and 
reform the vicious, irrespective of race, creed, 
or color.” It will not be a prison or even a re- 
form school in the ordinary acceptation of the 
term—tit will be a home, a workshop, a training- 
school, 

Some idea of what it will be may be obtained 
from the work already performed during the 
few brief months of its existence. Eighty acres 
of the farm have already been planted with 
corn, about thirty-five acres with potatoes, ten 
with roots, and ten acres are in cucumbers. One 
of Brother Teliow’s assistants is a competent 
gardener, and will train up many of those who 
might otherwise be, called unfortunate in his 
very useful but, in America, sadly neglected 
art. Another assistant will teach the boys how 
tofarm. Other assistants will be secured as 
soon as the necessary buildings are erected to 
teach the boys various trades. It is proposed, 
we understand, to have a carpenter-shop. Boys 
whl be taught to make their own clothes and 
shoes, while still others will be taught other 
trades. 

Any one who visits a Chicago police court any 
day of the week will at once recognize how use- 
ful such an institution may become; how many 
youth who have entered on a career of crime 
may be rescued therefrom; how many who 
might otherwise be not only a burden but a 
mevace to the community may through its in- 
strumentality become good citizens, provident, 
industrious men, whose labor and skill may add 
to the wealth of the Nation, and whose indus- 
trious and manly course may be an example ana 
a model. 

The new training-school has a wide field of 
usefulness; its purpose is admirable; its project- 
ors are worthy the thanks of the whole commu- 
nity; and it should bave a generous, hearty, and 
sustained support. 


Savonarola and Johw Brown, 

Heroic characters are immortal, if any- 
thing relating to time can properly be said to be 
everlasting; and the strongest proof ot the 
worthiness of mankind to inherit immortality is 
found in the fidelity with which they cherish the 
memory of rare virtues and noble deeds. 

Mutability is the law of the visible universe. 
The surface of the globe is subject to constant, 
if insensibie, change; contivents have disap- 
peared, and other continents may appear. 
Monuments which are the work of man perish; 
even rages of men become extinct, and their 
places are filled by others. Men and tnings re- 
turn to dust, and out of the dust new life 
springs. But great deeds, sublime virtues, seem 
to possess the divine quality of immortality. 
Once witnessed and recorded, mankind clings to 
them with a loving tenacity of purpose which 
goes far, not only toward demonstrating the di- 
vine origin of these great deeds and sublime vir- 
tues, but tends,in like degree, to prove the 
worthiness of those who dwell upon them with 
rapture to. enjoy the coveted boon of oternal 
life. 

Be this as it may, moral heroism is developed 
by every form of civilization, and found in every 
condition of life. Human nature is the same 
always and everywhere—on the banks of the 
Arnoin classic Italy centuries ago, and in the 
wilderness of the Adirondacks but yesterday. 

The civilization of Italy in the middle of the 
fifteenth century presents the most violent pos- 
sible contrast to that of America in the middle 
of the nineteenth century. But the one pro- 
duced Savunarola,the hater of abuses in the Ro- 
man Catholic Church, and the other produced 
John Brown, the stern, uncompromising hater 
of human bondage. Four hundred years is a 
long period in the history of civilization, but the 
priest of the fifteenth century and the farmer 
of the nineteenth are as near of kin in spirit as 
if they had been born of the same mother and 
reared in the same moral atmosphere. 

Sa vonarola hated both political and religious 
tyrants. “In his detestation of the tyranny of 
the Medici and his zeal to recover for the Fior- 
entines their lost liberties he even hailed the 
armies of Charles VIIL as,deliverers, although 
they had crossed the Alps to invade and con- 
quer Italy.“ To Jonn Brown “slavery was a 
heinous crime and its propagandists the enemies 
of his God.” Hence be did not hesitate to ex- 
press, in burning words, his contempt for the 
Kansas Committee of Public Safety, and to de- 
nounce the political preachers of peace as re- 
creants. So Savonarela denounced the Church of 
Rome asa“hariot.” O harlot Chureh,” he ex- 
claims, “thou hast made thy deformity appar- 
ent to all the world; thou hast multiplied thy 
fornications in Italy, in France, in Spain, in 
every country.” From the pulpitof St. Mark’s 
the fearless priest demanded Church reform. 
He never swerved from his allegiance to the 
Popedom, but he denouneed the incumbent of 
the great office—Alexander VI. of the infamous 
family of the Borgias—unsparingly, without fear 
and without favor. And 400 years later, as 
Savonarola defied the power of the Pope, so 
John Brown defied the Constitution and the 
laws of the Nation, by which slavery was hedged 
about. Single-handed he dared to assail slavery, 
guarded as it was by thirty odd millions of peo- 


ey hated slavery, but John Brown alone knew 
that he utterly abhorred it, and he offered to 
seize thé monster by the throat and strangie it. 

There is nothing grander in history, whether 
real or mythological, than the picture of the 
humble priest of the fifteenth century with no 
power except the justice of his cause, shaking 
thrones and making proud prelates, and even 
the Pope himself, tremble with fear! The exact 
parallel to this picture is found 400 years down 
the course of time, in the person of the humble 
farmer, John Brown, defying the Constitution, 
law, and ®ublic sentiment of his country, in the 
interest of the simple cause of justice! 

II have preached and written anything 
heretical,” said Savonaroia, “I am willing to 
make a public recantation. I bave always 
showed obedience to my Church, but it is my 
duty to obey God rather than man.” “I believe 
in the Golden Rule,“ said John Brown, “and 
the Declaration of Independence, I think they 
both mean the same thing; and it is better that 
a whole generation should pass off the face of 
the earth—men, women, and children—by a vio- 
lent death than that one jot of either should fail 
in this country.”

have more care to end life well than to live 
long.

A SEIZURE OF ARMS. 


Spectal Cable. 

Lowpon, June 17.—The seizure of arms 
and ammunition made this morning is one 
of the most important vet effected, and is ex- 
pected to lead to further fevelations respect- 
ing the shipment of weapons to Ireland. 
The guns and revolvers contained in the 
twenty-five boxes and three crates were con- 
veyed to the King’s Crossroad Police Station, 
and the ammunition to Woolwich Arsenal. 
The weapons are all new and of improved 
pattern. The revolvers were packed in cases 
marked “Snider’s Fragiles. They had ap- 
parently been sent to the premises in cases 
and then repacked in ege-boxes, etc., for 
shipment to Ireland. They were stamped 
„Barnett, London.” Up to 2 o’clock this 
afternoon no arrests had been made, but the 
authorities are confident of tracing some of 
the persons concerned init.

Correspondent—What is your intepreta- 
tion of the phrase The land for the people.“ 
which you have yourse used, I believe, on 
several occasions ?

ADVANTAGE TO THE WHOLE PEOPLE, 
because experience has shown that under 
this system it could and would be cultivated

might hereafter have under the plan of na- 
tionalization it would equally have under 
the plan of occupying ownership, 
which, as 1 said, originally con- 
stituted and has always been up to 
the present the program of the Land League.

If we assume that 
Mr. Davitt’s estimate of £140,000,000 compen- 
sation to be paid is correct, a question upon 
which I do not wish to express an opinion 
myself, as the amount of compensation de- 
pends chiefly upon circumstances, and very 
little upon the «@optwn of one system or 
another, the tenant-farmer would have a 
smaller annual payment to make under this 
system than under that of the nationaliza- 
tion of land. While under our system the 
payments by the tenant would terminate at 
the end of fifty-two years, under the other 
system they would continue forever.” 

Correspondent—“ How do you make out 
that the tenant would have to pay less under 
your system than under Mr. Davitt’s ?”’ 

Mr. Parneil—“* Under both systems he 
would have to pay interest on the compensa- 
tion money, also | 

IN ANNUAL INSTALLMENTS 
until the capital raised for this compensa- 
tion was paid off. And as the compensation 
in each case would be the same, and the rate 
of interest whereby the. money could be 
raised, might fairly be assumed to be the 
same, and the period over which the 
annual installments in repayment were 
extended might also be assumed to be the 
same. It would necessarily follow that the 
annual payment by the tenant would be 
larger under nationalization thag under the 
Land-League plan,as the tenant under the for- 
mer would have to pay taxes in addition to 
his annual installment. To make this plain, 
I will give you a practical example as to 
how it would work out under each system: 
I will take as an example the 
case of the tenant who pays 
as rent to his landlord £100 
perannum. As explained by Mr. Davitt at 
Liverpool, this landlord would be compen- 
sated by receiving from the State a capital 
sum of £1,000 or twenty years’ purchase of 
half the present rent.

as I have said before, that this landlord 
could be compelled by Parliamentary en- 
actment, or would be willing, to take this 
sum in compensation for his interest in 
the law—a condition which, of course, 
would be common to both systems, 
the tenant would have to pay under the 
naturalization plan to the Government 5 per 
cent, or £50 per annum forever, instead of 
his former rent of £100. Under our system, 
which we have every hope of carrying 
into law speedily, the tenant would 
become the owner of his land in 
perpetuity. He would have to pay 
4 per cent, or £40 per aunnm for fifty-two 
years. Then his payments would terminate. 
I may point out here that, under the system 
ot nationalization, for the first fifty-two years 
only £10 gut of the annual £50 paid by the 
tenant would be available for the purposes of 
taxation, the remaining £40 being necessary 
to pay the annual install@ents and interest 
for the capital advanced for the compensa- 
tion to the landlord.

BUNKER HILL. 


The Annual Anniversary Celebrated in 
the Usual Manner at Boston. 

Boston, June 17.—Bunker Hill day was ob- 
served in much the usual holiday manner— 
suspension of business, decoration of buildings, 
aquatic, athletic, and other sports, exercises at 
the monument, military parades, and Greworks 
in the evening.

They are Lieut.-Gen. P. H. Sheridan, of the 
United States Army, Gen. R. A. Alger, Chief 
Marshal of the day, and ex-Gov. Austia Biair, 
the War Governor of Michigan. 

In May, 1862, when Gen. Hatleck’s army lay in 
front of Corinth watching the movements of the 
Rebel army occupying the town, the Second 
Michigan Cavalry. which then belonged to Hal- 
leck’s command, had lost iti Colonel, Gordon 
Granger, who had been promoted to the Brig- 
adler Generaiship of the cavairy brigade com- 
posed of the Second Michigan and Second Iowa 
regiments. Like any other body of raw troops, 
the Second Michigan Cavalry was fast becoming 
demoralized for lack of a head, and Gov. Blair, 
who was on the ground, was casting about for a 
suitable person to fill the place. 

Oue morning, just after Gov. Blair had left 
with his Adjutant-General, John Robertson, for 
Pittsburg Landing ou his way home, Gen. Alger, 
who was then a Captain in the Second Cavalry, 
reported to Gen. Granger at brigade headq uar- 
ters, after being out on picket duty all night, 
when the General said: “Captain, I have just 
thought of a good man for Colonel of your regi- 
ment. It is Capt. P. H. Sheridan, of Gen. Hal- 
leck’s staff. Now. it you can get to Pittsburg 
Landing before 2 o'clock this afternoon and 
carry a letter I will write to Gov. Blair, I think 
he may be induced to make the appointment.” 

Pittsburg Landing was thirty miles away, and 
the ride for Sheridan by an officer already wea- 
ried with a night's service was a fit precursor of 
the famous ride by Sheridan which too«x place 
in Virginia months afterward. Capt. Alger, after 
eating his breakfast and feeding his horse, 
started on the way, accompanied by Lieut. Wal- 
bridge, who was Quartermaster of the same

e letter, w persuasive arguments 
that Capt. Aiger and Lieut. Walbridge could 
muster, was laid before the Governor, who after 
considering tne matter said that while be did 
not like regular army officers very well, because 
they were so severe On his boys, be would never- 
theless make this appointment; and turnipg to 
his Adjutant he said: “Gen. Robertson, issue 
an order appointing Capt. Sneridan Cojonel of 
the Second Michigan Cavalry.“ Accordingly a 
half sheet of note paper was found, and oa it 
was written the only commission Gen. Sheridan 
ever bad as Colonel of the Second Micbigan Cav- 
alry. This interesting documeat reads as fol- 
lows, being dated as though given at Detroit by 
one of those fictions which are permissibie in 
war as well as law: 

MILITARY DEPARTMENT OF MICHIGAN, AD- 
JCUTANT-GENERAL'S OFrice, Derrorr, May . 

—Ger Order, No. 148: Capt. Philip H. 
Sheridan, U. 8. Army. is hereby appointed 
Colonel of the Second Regiment Michigan Cav-

mand of the regiment. 

By order of Commandéer-in-Chief, 

JNO. ROBERTSON, 
Adjutant-General. 

Receiving this order, the two officers started 
back to their regimeut, which they reached late 
at night, after having ridden over seventy miies 
by the circuituous route they were obliged to 
take. On their way they —2 over the ter- 
rible battle-field of Pittsburg Land where, 
owing to the warm weather and the fact that 
many of the dead had been left unburied, it was 
all that human nature could bear, and live, to 
breathe the tainted air. 

Early the next morning, by direction of Gen. 
Granger, Capt. Alger went to Gen. Halleck's 
headquarters near Farmington, carrying the 
commission to Capt. Sheridan, who was then 
for the first time apprised of his promotion. 

There was a quick gathering of officers at 
Sheridan’s tent, and when a brother olficer of 
the staff pro the health of Col. Sheridan.“ 
with a hope that his promodon was only a step 
toward a Brigadier’s star, Col. Sheridan protested 
that he bad “ now got all the rank he wanted—a 
Coloneicy of a cavairy regiment;” and after a 
few minutes’ conversaton he said to Capt. 
Alger: “Ali right, Captain, I will report and 
take command of the regiment tomorrow morn- 
ing. Good morning: and Sheridan like, be did 
as he agreed. 

On the following morning the brigade started 
for Boonville, Miss., in the rear of Corinth, under 
the command of Sheridan, om the frst raid of 
the War. The great success of the movement in 
destroying supplies, and raiiroads, and cars, and 
capturing prisoners, is matter of nistory and 
need not be repeated here. 

In a short time after that raid, for bis brilliaat 
fight at Blackiand, where he whipped double bis 
numbers, and aguin at Boonville, where with his 
two depleted cavalry regiments he whipped Gen. 
Chalmers with 7,000 men, Col. Sheridan was, on 
the 2d of July, 1862, promoted to be Brigadier- 
General, and the Second Cavalry was again left 
without a leader. It had in the meantime, how- 
ever, been thoroughly reorganized aced 
on a “war footing,” and on Gen. Sheridan's 
recommendation Lieut.-Col. A. P. Campbell was 
promoted to fill the vacancy. 

Gen. Sheridan rapidly rose from one post of 
bonor to another, and came to the command of 
armies instead of a single regiment, but to this 
day his attachment to the men who m up the 
Second Cavairy of Michigan is as strong as any 
that binds bim to his old companions in arms.

The Great Labor Meeting at Pittsbarg 
VYesterday—30,000 People in Line. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicaco Tribune. 
Pirrssure, Pa., June 17.—Labor is King. 
crowned and sceptred by stalwart lieges, in Pitts- 
burg today. Before the sun appeared over the 
miniature mountains at the East End labor or- 
ganizations commenced pouring into the city 
from every partof the adjacent country, and 
from Wheeling, Steubenville, Youngstown, 
Johnstown, Altoona, and other places. A large 
delegation came in over the Lake Erie Road 
from different parts of Eastern Ohio. This was 
kept up well until about the middie of the aft- 
ernoon, when the total arrivais could not 
have been much short of 350,000. Such 
a jam of human beings was never be- 
fore seen in this city. The streets 
were sothronged that teams, street-cars, and 
even pedestrians found it impossibie to force a 
passage through the surging mass of anxious, 
excited people of all ages and conditions. Hun- 
dreds of women struggied with the sterner sex 
tor eligible positions from which to obtain a 

view of the unusual spectacie. 

THE PROCESSION 
moved at 2 o'clock. There were five grand di- 
visions, each thoroughly officered and equipped, 
with bands of music, flags, banners, mottoes, 
etc. First came the Knights of Labor, 
nearly 6,000 strong. They were fol- 
lowed by the other divisions in regu- 
lar order, the Amalgamated Association, nearly 
8,000 strong, bringing up the rear. They attract- 
ed special attention, as well on account of the 
strike in which they are engaged as of their 
numbers in line and superb bearing. Rain fell 
at intervals during the parade, but the men 
stuck tenaciously to the ranks from beginning 
to end, very few leaving before the end of the 
route was reached. 
THERE WAS NO SPEECH-MAKING, 

and no allusion to politics, either in or out 
of the procession. All of the mottoes 
were striking and some of them original, 
the burden of all being that labor 
has equal rights with capital, and that it 
is not conspiracy to organize for protection. The 


procession was nearly two hairs — a given 
point. Ata fair estimate there were 20,000 men 
in line. The most remarkable feature of the 
day was the perfect order which prevailed.

THE RAILROADS. 


Auother Large Decrease in East-Bound 

Freight Shipments—Prospects of An- 
‘other Freight War. 

There bas been a decided decrease in cast- 
bound freight shipments during the past week, 
and the railroads feel rather blue in conse- 
quence. They were in hopes that the tem- 
porary improvement during the last two or 
three weeks would be maintained, but the 
heavy rain-storms during the past week in 
most sections of the West bave caused appre- 
bensions that the crops will not be as good as 
anticipated, and consequently producers and 
shippers are holding on to the little stuff 
they have still on hand. There are 
no prospects now that business will 
improve before the new crops begin 
to come forward, and this will be several weeks 
yet,and even then but little will be shipped if 
the crop prospects do not materially improve. 

That the railroads will not be able to stand 


this sort of business much longer is becoming 


more apparent every day. Although they are 
maintaining good rates. they make no money, 
because there is so little traffic to carry. An 
two of the Eastern lines could easily carry all 
the busioess going forward from this city, and 
there are six lines among which the business is 
to be divided. and by fall there will be two more 
lines--the New York, Cnicago & St. Louis and 
the Chicago & Atlantic—to share in the traffic. 
Judging by the preseat outiook, there will not be 
enough business hereafter to keep all the roads 
alive, and the indications decidediy point to an 
early dissolution of the present pooling arrange- 
ments. The Western trips of the Eastern mag- 
nates to inspect their terminal facilities in the 
Westand to find out what the prospects are, 
show that they are greatly alarmed and that the 
fears are not groundless the pools cannot 
be maintained much longer, and that another 
scrambie fur business must be the inevita- 
ble result. The prospects at this time 
last year were much tter than they are 
now, and there was much more business in the 
country to go forward, and yet they were com- 
pelled to compete for the traue by cutting 
rates, and thus swell their receipts. rates 
en grain at this time last year were but lo cents 
per 100 pounds from Chicago to New York, while 
now they are 25 cents, and yet the shipments for 
the week last year corresponding with the past 
week were only about 12,000 tons more than they 
are now. But last year at this time the west- 
bound shipments were unusually large, while 
this year they are almost as light as the east- 
bound shipments. Owing to the ly- 
increased cost of living in the est 
the people have no money to spend upon any- 
thing that is not urgentiy needed. All the mer- 
chants are suffering because purchases are 80 
light. The Eastern trunk lines, in spite of the 
dullness in west- bound business, bave agreed to 
advance west-bound rates July 1, giving as a 
reason chat they cannot afford te do the busi- 
ness at the low war rates which have prevailed 
thus far. If the new rates are carried 
out west-bound business will dwindle down 
to a minimum, and matters will become 
still worse than they now are. Unless 
prospects soon brighten another war on 
rates will necessarily result. The larger roads 
like the Vanderbilt and Pennsylvania lines will 
not feel iuclined to divide the little business 
there is with the other roads, and they will no 
doubt soon start in and try to get all there is. 
Last week's statement of east-bound shipments 
of flour, grain, and provisions indicates this 
already. Out of a total of 18.350 tous the two 
Vanderbilt roads bave carried 8,216 tons, and 
the two Pennsylvania lines 7,900 tons, leaving 
but 1,644 tons to the Baltimore & Ohio, and only 
590 tons to the Grand Trunk. 

The total shipments of flour, grain, and pro- 
visions for the week ending June lj by the six 
Eastern lines from this city were 18,350 tons. 
aguinst 21,764 tons for the week previous, a de- 
crease of 3,414 tons, The total shipments for the 
corresponding week last year were 31,541.

Some Facts About Tom Cannon, the 
Great English Jockey. 

The wonderful success this season of the En- 
glish jockey, Tom Cannon—a success which far 
eclipses that obtained by Archer in past years— 
will render interesting some facts in connection 
with his life. Already this year Cannon bas rid- 
den the winner of the Two Thousand Guineas, 
the Derby, the Oaks, and the Ascot Cup, and his 
mount in the One Thousand Guineas was beaten 
only a head for first place, and it now seems al- 
most certain that Gebeimness, the filly sold by 
Cannon last year to Lord Stamford for $10,000, 
and which won the Oaks in a canter, will be suc- 
cessful in the St. Leger unless some accident 
befalis her previous to that event being run. 
Such a wonderful succession of victories 
would uaturally bring any jockey into promi- 
nence, and the fact that an American owner, 
Mr. J. R. Keene, outbid all the racing men of 
England and the Continent and secured by pay- 
ing $10,000 mium for his stable the first call 
on Cannon’s services for 1882, makes the famous 
rider's career of more than ordinary interest to 
people in this country, 

Tom Cannon is pow a man of 36, and first came 
into publie notice in 1866, when he won the One 
Thousand Guineas on Repulse for the Marquis 
of Hastings, and was the first jockey for that 
notorious and uofortunate nobleman in the ex- 
citing days when men of vast fortune were 
ruined by the result of a Derby. From the first 
Cannon was a natural horseman, sitting an ani- 
mal ligutly, and yet maiutaining the most perfect 
control over all his mounts. Early in bis career 
Cannon hit upon the great fact that in the ma- 
jority of cases a horse can be persuaded to do 
more than he can be forced to do, and his keen 
ohservation soon led to the discovery that by 
nearly all his contemporaries whips and spurs 
were used to a mischievious excess. That some 
horses want to be driven, and will not do their 
best unless they are driven, is, of course, un- 
questionable, and when necessary no one can 
ride a more desperate finish tnan Tom Cannon; 
but be is aware that very often — not — 

. Horses, young ones especially, seem to 
ron with — — kindness when he is in the 
saddle: and often it will be noted that, while all 
around him whips are cracking and spurs being 
rammed home, Cannon’s mount will struggle its 
hardest, though his hands never leave the reins.

The trotting ac- 
tion shown by these young things is wonder- 
ful, and should no accident befall them they 
are certain to do credit to their breeder and sire. 
There are other colts and fillies by Strader at 
Mr. Hanscom’s farm at Turner Junction, and 
some of them are already trotters.

EDUCATIONAL INSTITUTE. 


At the usual monthly mecting of the Chicago 
Institute of Education, heid yesterday morning 
in the Board of Education rooms, Mr. E. C. 
Delano read a paper on Normal Training.“ He 
said that any method of teaching which properly 
directs the mind to the acquisiuon of knowl- 
edge might properiy be designated normal. The 
term n might properly be applied to any 
right teachmg and correct training.’ While 
teaching afd training were usually considered 
one and the same thing, there was a difference 
between them. Teaching might be regarded as 
any process which stored the mind with knowl- 
edge. Training enabied the man to do—to make 
a right use of the kuowledge he had in any 
way acquired. Many could successfully teach. 
but few could successfully train. From tue very 
commencement ot civilization some training 
was considered necessary to workers in the me- 
chanical arts, and as the improvement and de- 
velopment of the various arts ana sciences ad- 
vanced, the necessity of such training became 
more essential, and without it it had been found 
impossible to obtain any results. There was no 

ursuit of the present day in which such train- 

was not absolutely necessary. The various 
mechanical schools established to supply such 
training dad been eminently successful, and 
doubtles@ as time went on and their utility be- 
came more Widely known their benefits would 
largely inerease. The essay then proceeded to 
point out how the intluence ant usefulness of 
such schools might be widened and mude to sup- 
ply the universal demand for traiued labor.

Lake Freight. 

Grain freights were very weak yesterday, es- 
pecially to Butfalo, vessels being offered at 2% 
cents a bushel on corn. Quite a fair number of 
vessels were chartered, well distributed between 
American and Canadian ports. As was pre- 
dicted, the advance of rates to 3 cents a bushel 
on corn to Buffalo had the effect to bring a large 
fleet of vessels to this port. The owners of these 
vessels, after their craft got here, rather than 
wait, put their vesselsin at any rate shippers 
offered, and the consequence is that since last 
Monday rates bave fallen from 3 to 2% cents a 
bushel on corn to Buffalo. Rates to Upper 
ports are very weak at 2 cents on corn, 
and the inquiry yesteraay for carriers was very 
meagre. There is nothing to encourage vessel- 
owners to think that rates will improve the vom- 
ing week, a large ddeet being in port, and which 
will be on the market for cargoes by Tuesday or 
W ednesday at the lutest. It vessels get yester- 
dav's rates next Tuesday it will de more than 
shippers believe they will have to pay. The fol- 
lowing were the charters made yesterday:

Inspection of small Steam- Yachts. 
The Secretary of the Treasury has rendered 
the following decision regarding the inspection 
of small steam-yachts, and was made in auswer 
to a letter of inquiry from the Collector of Cus- 
toms at Plattsburg, N. Y.: 


TREASURY DEPARTMENT, WASHINGTON, D. C., 
May 1. 188.—Sirm: Ihave received your letter 
of the 26th ult., inclosing one from the Hon. 
Alonzo Kellogg, of Champlain, in which he takes 
exception to the rulings of the department up- 
on Sec. 4,426, Revised Statutes, requiring all 
steam-yachts and other small craft of like char- 
acterto be inspected under the provisions of 
Title 52, Revised Statutes, (department decision, 
page 5), Rules and Regulations, 188). You 
may inform Judge Kellogg that I dave given bis 
letter careful personal attention, and can see 
no reason for changing former decisions upon 
the subject. The decision referred to was made 
by my predecessor in office after consuitation 
with the Attorney-General of the United States, 
whose language is quoted in part therein. The 
license-fees for pilots and engineers have been 
reduced, since the 5th of last April, to 50 cents 
each, and the owners of small craft, such as 
Judge Kelloggs. may be licensed to act either as 
— or engineers, if they can satisfy the local 

nspectors of their ability to perform the re- 
spective duties. The fee for the inspection of 
the vessel is fixed by Sec. 4,458, Revised Stat- 
utes, at $25. which is, no doubt, greater than 
should be for such small vessels. In the report 
of the Supervising Inspector-General of Steam- 
vessels for 1879, a reduction of these fees is rec- 
ommended, as follows: “I would further cali 
your attention to the necessity of legisiution in 
the matter of taxation for license-fces for small 
pleasure-vessels or yachts which are compelled 
to pay the same fee for license as commercial 
vessels of 100 tons burden, which excessive tax 
has in many cases actually probibited their use, 
as many persons desirous of owning such ves- 
sels for their own pleasure are unwilling to pa 
a tax of $25 yearly tor inspection. While I thin 
it ‘would be —, — to exempt ch vessels 
from the general requirement steamboat 
laws, bowever small they may be, or however 
employed upon waters open to competitive nav- 
igation, both for their own safety and for that 
of other vessels governed by said luws, 1 think 
that the fees of 85 for the inspection of such 
vesseis, say of ten tons barden or under, would 
be ample, and would encourage the building of 
many more than are now used, thereby venefit- 
ing one of the great industrial interests of the 
country.“ Until the legislawon above sur- 
gested is had there is no remedy so far as 
the excessive tax is concerned. While 
the Secretary does not desire to hamper 
the freedom of the citizen in tne use of ap- 
pliances (either for pleasure or business) such 
as be may be content with, he does not perceive 
bow he can interpret the law so asto accord 
with the view that Judge Kellogg puts upon it. 
The purpose of the lawis to protect others as 
well as owners. When it uses the words yacht 
or other smali craft of like character,“ it must 
mean vessels for pleasure and of any capacity, 
bowever small.

WORKS OF ART REPAIRED. 


Ancient and Moderna Damaged rie- a- 
Brac Turned Out «s Good a ew. 
New York Sun. 

The sign over the doorwuy presented the oo- 
cupant of the building to the world as a Re- 
pairer of Art Treasures,” and the samples of 
large damaged vases, broken bronzes, and di- 
lapidatea armor displayed in the ample windows 
gave promise of interesting matter within. And 
in fact the establishment appeared to be a vast 
and mysterious depository of damaged art, such 
as even Little Nell and her grandfather would 

bave wondered over. | 

“You see,“ the proprictor said, “we get a 
great variety of goods for repair after the May 
movings. Many people are carcicss in handling 
works of art, and some of the finest of them ure 
the most fragile. Here is a nobie piece, or 
pieces rather, of Dresden ware, which will be ro- 
paired into a large and elegant tazza when we 
gets its hundred or more fragments together. 
How people can possibly make so thorough a 
smash ot a thing I cannot understand. It is true 
they might throw it against a wall or drop it out 
of a third-story window to the sidewalk. We 
get many things as bad as this, and some that are 
worse. This other group is also badly broken 
up. In statuets like these the neck is almost in- 
variably snapped. Heads, hands, arms, and fin- 
gers oftenest need our services; legs are next in 
the order of accidents. 

“Can we repair noses? Well, 1 will show you 
an example in point; tell me where this one is 
joined to the face? You cannot perceive it? 
You pay us then abigh compliment. If you 
could detect a biemish we weuld not be good 
repairers. You may seca trace of our nand- 
ling with this magnifying glass, but not other- 
wise. It is one thing to stick on a nose and 
quite another to repair it artistically. The two 
historical noses that stand fixing up the best and 
oftenest are Washington's and Weliingtun’s.

In the lighter goods sent for repair the most 
elegant are fans, most of which are sent us rer- 
ularly after every season. Here is a very une 
specimen of a fan made of thread lace and 
earved ivory. The fashion among ladies of car- 
rying them dangling at their sides works very 
well for us. If they escape hard knocks they 
are certain, sooner or later, to be sat upon by 
their owners. This superb combination of dark 
pearl. lace, satin, and feathers, decorated by a 
distmguisned Paris artist, was ali but ruined in 
that way.

“One of the finest pieces of work we have bere 
now is this beautiful piece of cloisonné and 
enamel. The body of the vase is of copper. but 
evéry dividing strand you see in that exquisit 
— is of goid iIniaid, and the colors are 
scarcely equaled by any European work, oid or 
new. It is of Chinese workmanship; not even 
the Japanese artists can compete in this particu- 
lar style of decorative art. The sides of the vase 
wore jammed together nearly flat through bad 
packing, and the golden threads were forced out 
so you could take them up in a bunch. Each 
strand das been carefully replaced and the 
enamel restored in — The vase stands but 
about fourteen inches high. but no European 
artist could match it short of five years of con- 
stant labor. it would pass almost unnoticed by 
any one not a connoisseur. 

Ah, yes, we save many valuable works of art 
from destruction. If we were paid in propor- 
tion to the value ot our work we would do well. 
As it is we earn scarcely more than the wages of 
skilled labor. But I must leave you now to at- 
tend court in a somewhat peculiar case growing 
out of my business. A man has lost some valu- 
able works of ceramic art by fire. They were 
insured, but the company refuses to pay the 
amount in full, on the ground thai some of the 
articles were lessened in value through having 
been previously broken and repaired. My testi- 
mony is wanted to show that the restoration was 
done by us. I can give no evidence to this 
effect. If the goods are now lost I cannot be ex- 
pected to recognize my work upon them. I 
could not otherwise identify the goods, for if I 
were to D account of the goods 
gsout me my ks would be too voluminous to 
store within the city limits. We have little time 
to do more than receive articies, repair them 
and see that our accounts are closed with casb.’

Has Got 


Cases iu Which the Biter 
Bitten. 
New York Worid. 

Hardly a day passes that a complaint is not 
lodged at some oneof the police stations by a 
stranyor in the city who has been victimized by 
confidence operators, but sometimes the confi- 
dence operator picks up the wrong man, and in- 
instead of swindiing him gets the worst of the 
game himself, as the few instances given below 
will show.

“crooks,”’ owing to the proximity of the Jersey 
ferries.

AMERICAN ENGLISH. 


An Interesting Paper by Mr. Gilbert M. 
Tucker. 
Albany Argus. 

The meeting of the Albany institute last even- 
ing was devoted to the reading of an interesting 
paper on American English by Mr. Gilbert M. 
Tucker, of the Country Gentleman, of which the 
following is an outline: 

After reference, by way of introduction, to 
the change of opinion which has taken place in 
Great Britain since the time when it was 
thought the proper thing to congratulate the 
American travelers on their good English, the 
speaker took as a sort of text an absurd state- 
ment of Fitzedward Hall, to the effect that 
“our language is daily becoming more and 
more depraved in the United States,” and 
remarked that the appearance of such rub- 
bish in a periodical like the London Jine- 
teenth Century can only be accounted for on 
the supposition that there must really exist cer- 
tain noticeable variations between the styles of 
writing and speaking that are current on the op- 
posit sides of the Atiantic, for if no difference 
at all could be found it is bardly probable that 
an infelligent man, however strongly British his 
prepossessions, would care to publish a disserta- 
tion in which our practice is deliberately set 
down as so distinctly inferior to that of the Eu- 
glish, Among those differences the following 
were noted: 

IJ. We have no dialects in this country either 
of locality or of caste. 

2. In regard toenunciation, the average Amer- 
ican will make himself heard and understood, 
wherever there is difficulty in hearing, far bet- 
ter than the average Briton—not by virture of 
vociferation, but on account of his clearer and 
more accurate speech, especially in following 
more closely the spelling. This is illustrated by 
such words as trait, sliver, and schedule, which 
are pronounced in t 
regular analogy, but beve in Great Britain spe- 
cial and exceptional pronunciations. It is illus- 
trated still more clearly by dozens of geograph- 
ical names. 

38. American spelling differs from British in 
one respect only—its greater simplicity. IIlus- 
trations: Waggon, parlour, storey (of a house), 
pease (plural of pea), plough, draught, shew, 
eyder, gaol, and many other words that bave 
been siruplified in this country. 

4. Awerican speech changes less than British. 
(a) We have preserved hundreds of words that 
have gone outof use in Great Britain, and we 
avoid the use of many novelties invented in 
that country, such as “ totailing,”: or tot- 
ting.“ “ hipped,” “navvy,” “fad,” randomly.“ 
“outing.” and tund.“ (b) We avoid many re- 
cent changes in meaning that are accepted by 
the English, such as using “traffic’’ for 
“travel” or“ passage,” famous for ** excel- 
lent,”” “bargain” for “haggle,” rot for 
“nonsense,” jug for “pitcher,” good 
form for in good taste,” trap for “ car- 
riage,” tub for “ bathe,” “starved "’ for 
“ frozen,” stop for stay.“ assist for“ be 
yresent,”’ intimate for ** announce,” ete. (c 

e refuse to follow the British in their arbitrary 
restriction of the meaning of certain words. 
Thus, a young person is always a girl in En- 
land. The Briton rides in an omnibus, but 
always drives in a carriage; and, though he 
Will say that he isconfined to a sick room or 
stretched upon a sick bed, he is horrified at the 
idea of being called sick unless suffering 
from nausea. (d.) We do not turn active and 
reflective verbs into intransitives. (e.) We do 
not abbreviate so much. C.) We are not so apt 
to get supertiuous words: Whatever are you 
doing?” “ Theinfant mortality is something 
enormous.” I don't say but what this work 
has got to be done.“ 

5. American writers of the first class seem to 
be, on the whole, rather, more careful about 
grammar than are British. (Many instances 
given of Serious errors by standard British 
writers of the present day, which can hardly be 
paralleled in this country.) 

Of course. however, nobody denies that the 
language bas suffered some bad treatment here 
as well as abroad. No less than four elaborate 
lists have appeared of words supposed to have 
been either invented or wreuched from their 
proper meanings in this country—viz.;: Pick- 
ering’s Vocabulary, publisbed in 1816, and con- 
taining over 500 words, of which not more than 
seventy are really of American origin and now 
in respectable use. 2, Elwyn's Glossary, pub- 
lished 1859, and containing 460 bad words that 
have been supposed to be American, but are 
really British, one and all. 3. Sehele de Vere's 
Americanisms, publisbed in 1872, and containing 
about 4.000 words and phrases. 4. Bartlett's 
dictionary, latest edition, published 1877, 

Some account was given of each of those 
books, particularly the last. which contains 
above 500 entries, and might be supposed to in- 
dicate very rapid deterioration of the language 
in this country. The fact, however, is that not 
more than 500 of these are genuine American- 
isms nowin decent use. Of the remainder, 
nearly 400 are set down 4! the author bimself as 
of British origin; and at least 175 more are cer- 
tainly British. The rest of the book—say four- 
fiftbs—is made up, partly of expressions never 
in general use, or long since antiquated; partly 
of mere mispronunciations, grammatical errors, 
and unautborized contractions; partly of vile 
siang, and partly of wearisome repetitions. 

Among (supposed to be) gent.ine American- 
isms either entirely omitted or not satisfactorily 
treated by Bartlett, the following are men- 
noned: 

Biizzard (with some account of the history of 
this remarkable word); boom (with its probable 
etymology); to buck against; canaille (kind of 
flour); coral of lobster (not correctly defined in 
any dictionary); dodger (handbill); esvaian: fair 
(an exbibition); furor; gripsack; highwines; 
institute (a convention); liable, for likely; Lou 
must not,” for You may not’; ninepence; pit 
(stone of a fruit); smitch; solid-colored; spitth 
(street mud); super (of a theatre— Bartlett says 
it stands for superintendent); tenderfoot (a 
new arrival from civilization in thé wild regions 
of the Far West).

“If you want to see the alligator as he 18.“ 
observed the Colonel; “if you want totalk with 
a man who bas been brought up with em, if you 
want a square View of the reptile in his native 
swamps, ride over to Judge Speed’s plantation. 
The Judge is the only man in South Carolina 
who can talk alligator all day and not tell a lie.’ 

I did want to see the alligator in dis native 
jungie, and 1 rode across the country and got 
down in front of an old-time, old-fashioned 
Southern residence, with its long verandas and 
beautiful shade. Half a mile away were the 
first signs of the big bayou, and it was in that 
bayou tnat the alligator passed his years in 
basking and eating and keeping one eye out for 
the flash of a shotgun.

SENSIBLE SCHOOL-DRIL 


How School-Children in Philadelphia 
Are Prepared Against Emergency by 
Fire. 


Philadelphia Bulletin. 

It is a notorious fact that while Councils have 
taken decisive steps to compel the owners of ail 
hotels, miils, factories, and other buildings in 
which men, women, and chlidrea are obliged to 
remain during the day or night to take precau- 
tions to prevent panics and fatal accidents in 
case of fre, the city has not the means to pro- 
vide itsown property with fire-éscapes. Of the 
publie school buildings which shelter over 100,000 
children during the greater part of the day, very 
few of them have fire-escapes, and many more 
are so constructed as to be little less than death- 
traps in case of fire and panic. In some of the 
schools, however, the Directors and teachers 
have taken the matter into their own hands, and 
by a system of drills have accustomed the chil- 
drentoasystem that will enable them to get 
out of the building in case of a fire without ac- 
qomapeny ing danger. At the Newton Grammar 
School, Thirty-eighth and Spruce streets, the 
system is now as near perf as can be ex- 
pected. 

The Newton School building at present ac- 
commodates about 660 children. the first 
floor is the boys’ grammar school, the second 
is used by the giris, and on the third is a 
mary school of about 140 little children. The 
last-named arrangement bad to be made by 
the Directors owing to a want of room else- 
where, as it is not deemed wise to bave the 
class-rooms for the little chiidren so far from 
the street. About six months ago Miss Louise 
D. Elmes, principal of the giris’ school, began 
drilling the pupils under her charge io march- 
ing quickly from their piaces in the school 
building to the yard. Mr. James F. C. Sickel, 
Principal of the boys’ school, and the Board 
of Directors, at once saw the importance of 
the experiment, and in a short time a 
thorough system was adopted. 
sary arrangements were made 
teachers on the different floors could communi- 
cate with each other by means of speaking- 
tubes, and by which a fire-signal could be piven 
from eitner the first, second, or third toors, 
At first the pupils were obliged to go through 
the fire-drill two or three times a week, but now 
they have become so thoroughly familiar with 
what is expected of them that the drill is less 
frequent, once a week being all that is now 
necessary. . 

This morning a Bulletin tative visited 
the Newton School with two of the Directors for 
the purpose of seeing the fire-drill in practical 
operation. it was about 10 o'clock. ali the schol- 
ars being busily engaged at their desks, no warn- 
ing baving been given of the posed drill. The 
first “alarm” was sounded m the tirst floor. 
Mr. Sickel went to a speaking-tube near bis desk. 
and blew into it sharply three times, thus giving 
the signal to both the floors above. At the same 
time be repeated the signal on the large gong. In 
an instant everyscboiar in the entire building was 
in motion, the teachers had posted the.nscives 
on the stairways, and the regular lines of chil- 
dren were passing out the doors and from the 
building. When the yard was reached the pu- 
pils remained in line Just as they bad left their 
piaces, until the signal to return was given. Of 
course the primary children were the iast to get 
out, but the whole number—6) chiidren—were 
out of any possible danger withiu a minute and 
three-quarters by actual time. There was not 
the slightest confusion, there was no crowding 
or pusumg. and the three stairways could easily 
have accommodated another line of children at 
the same time. None of the pupils, excepting 
those iu Mr. Sickel's class, who saw the signal 
given, knew whether they were simply drilling 
or whether there really was occasion for the 
sudden dismission. At the ringing of a beli the 
pupils returned quietly and in order, and inside 
of four minutes from the time the fire sigual 
was first given were at their desks. 

The visitors then went to the giris’ school on 
the second floor and the drill was repeated, Miss 
Elmes giving the alarm. In an instant each 


pupil, from the little girls in the lowest grade to 


the young ladies in the senior ciass, was on ber 
feet. The one nearest the door started at once 
in that direction, followed by the rest in the 
regular order in which they bad been seated. 
This trial was quite as satisfactory as the tirst. 
In case ofa real alarm of fire the pupils would 
naturally take their accustomed places in the 
drill, knowing by experience how quickly they 
are able to escape in that way. They seem to 
enjoy the exercise very much, and the teachers 
stated that it is beneficial in more ways than 
one. “When Iod my giris becoming languid 


and dull.“ said Miss “imes today. I find there. 


is nothing which freshens them up so much as 
this fire-drill, so that we are glad to train them 
in it.” Both drills this morning did not occupy 
more than ten minutes altogether at the most. 


THE LAST DANDY. 


His Portrait Im the Salon, and the 
Bock He Wrote—Barbey D’Aurevilly 
as He Is Seen Nowadays in the Piace 
Vendome.

If this were an art notice it would be easy to 
prove that the best. portrait in this year’s Salon 
is by Emile Lévy. It shows you an old man of 
spare visage and high features, with the cut of 
a nineteenth-century Quéirot. He faces you 
proudly; his band is on his hip, his head thrown 
back, his chin in the air. There is a ferocious 
disdain in his eye that awes you like the disdain 
of monomania, He has a waist like a woman, his 
frock-coat is buttoned richt up to the neck in 
the style of the * Thirties: a silk cravat, with 
fringed ends, flows over the coat: the gauntiet- 
cuffs of white linen are worn outside the skin- 
tight sleeve. The figure, unfortunately, is not a 
full length, but we may see the full Jength of 
the original almost any day in the season in the 
Place Vendome, for in the Place Vendame is the 
crack artistic and literary club of Paris—the 
Mirlitons—and to this club .Barbey d' Aurevilly 


belongs. We may have to wait, but there can 
be no mistaking the object of our search. We 
shall see a tail figure, wearing its 70 years with- 
out the vestige of a stoop, and with tne Old 
World style carried out consistently 1 
from the curiously-brimmed hat to the wide 
trowsers tapering down to a fine point, and 
strapped until they are as taut as the rigying of 
a man-of-war. Age tells its tale in the cautious 
slowness of the gait, as though the figure feared 
that a shock might knock it all to pieces. ‘Ibis 
intensifies the air of aloofness with which it 
seems to look down on a very distant worid. The 
wearer of this curious, antique mask was once 
one of the lions of the beau monde. He is a lit- 
tle lost in our epoch, and bas an air of wander- 
ing about it in a vain seareh for the year 1880. 
Superticial observers think they have made a 
great point against him by cailing him an old 
top. They little know their man, He has many 
other claims to distinction—be writes charming- 
ly, he talks weil, but it is his great pride and joy 
to bea fop. He glories in the name as much as 
ever George ILI. gloried in the name of Briton. 
His faith on this subject is all set down in a 
great little book of which he is the author, which 
bas Brummel for the hero of ite story. He bas 
described it as a book “On a Fop, by a Fop, for 
Fops.“ „ Foppishness,” he declares, “is miser- 
ably misunderstood; it is but a form of vanity, 
and vanity is but a form of that desire to please 
which is the mainspring of all good and of most 
great actions. It is only our incurable hypocrisy 
that keeps us from owning as much. Everybody 
wishes to appear well dressed, It is the safe- 
guard of society, and all that the Radicais can do 
with all their reforms will be to preveat peopie 
from appearing nice. Pascal was as big a dandy 
as any of them, though a canting world has 
chosen to forget his six horses only to 
remember Port Royal; and Rance, that 
tiger of austerity, was another brother 
of the order before he went to La 
Trappe. But we must distinguish between fop- 
pishness and dandyism; foppisbness is the de- 
sire to please others by the cuitivation of out- 
ward graces; dandyism is rather the desire to 
please one’s self. dyism is a special form of 
vauity of one race, the English, who surpass ail 
the world in the power of bemg themseives, 
The Frenchman may shine asa fop, but he is far 
too sympathetic to be a dandy. @ may put on 
dandyism and give himseif every morning bis 
little disgusted air, but it will be only as he puts 
onagarment. The distressing thing is that the 
English themselvess do not know what a treas- 
ure they possess in this manifestation of cbur- 
acter. y have been stupidiy unjust to their 
dandies, and their Carlyle, in bis book on 
clothes, wherein he professes to treat of 
this species, bas only built up a hu 
monument to his own splenetic ignorance.“ He 
drew a fashion-plate with the drunken pencil of 
Hogarth, and cried out, “Behold dandyism.”’

Experiments and Patlures in the Man- 
agement of Chicago Galleries. 

The present month isa rather discouraging 
and dreary oompleuon of what promised to be a 
very successful year in art matters. Just twelve 
months ago the Lydian Art-Gallery was opened 
with the finést collection of pictures that hada 
been seen here for a long time. It prospered, as 
it deserved to do, for awhile, and many good 
pictures were sold from it, but after the noveity 
wore off it must be acknowledged that the risk 
of bringing expensive pictures here, insuring 
them. and waiting for purchasers to make up 
their minds to buy, required a good deal of cap- 
tal and nerve. These Mra. Cadwell possessed, 
but she was also a shrewd business- woman, and, 
seeing an opportunity for better investments, 
retired gracefully and without loss from the 
management of an enterprise that ourht to 
have been a pronounced success, and was in fact 
only a moderate one.

A Case of Merit and Undeserved ob- 
security. 

There has been in Chicago for about a year an 
artist, a foreigner, who, owing to some sad re- 
verses of fortune, has been obliged to remuin 
here teaching, and doing a class of work far be- 
neath and quite unworthy his great ability, but 
who, persevering always, his pride in his art, 
hopes soon to complete several untinished com- 
positions which will demonstrate his right to 
rank among the best artists in@he land. Al- 
though still quite a young man, his history has 
been a strange and varied one, and it is owing 
only to misfortune, and to no fault of his own, 
that he does not at present occupy that success- 
ful position to which his undoubted talents 
justly entitle bim. Mr. A. Chatain—for 
that is his name—was one of 100 
artists selected by the French Government as 
a committee to visit the Centennial Exposition, 
and it was there that he exhibited a picture 
whi attracted a great deal of attenton and 
gai for him the award of a gold medal. The 
painting represented a nude female figure re- 


clining in a bammock, and was entitled Day 
Dream Above the Water.“ It was subsequently 
sold for $1,500, and is now owned in Boston. A 
copy of it by one of our local artists, done from 
an engraving, is an attraction of the Brunswick 
Billiard Hall in this city. Mr. Chataén returned 
to France, and soon after brought his family to 
this country, locating in New York, where he 


painted the portraits of many prominent peo- 


ple. Among them were James Gordon Bennett, 
ex-Gov. Wickliffe, of Louisiana, ex-Secretary of 
the Navy A. E. Borie, Gen. Joe Hawley, Presi- 
dent of the Centennial Exposition, and four 
portraits of Senator Yulee, of Florida, who was 
80 pleased with the work that instead of paying 
him $900, the price agreed upon, he sent bim 
$1,010. Three of this artist's pictures are owned 
by Mr. O. B. Buck, of Kansas City, who prizes 
them very highly. One is called Death War- 
rant of Mary Queen of Scots,“ another * Turk- 
ish Letter- Writer,“ and a third a Bavarian 
Woman,” the latter of which Mr. Chatain con- 
siders the best thing he ever did. At a competi-

and is an artist whose work will speak for itself, 
so vigorous and masterly is it. In his studio in 
Ashland Block can be seen some few examples 
of his skill, although, baving suffered from a 
robbery of his pictures last winter, he has not 
many to exhibit.

Mrs. Fassett should 
be qualified more than any artist living to pre- 
sent a truthful likeness of the dead President, 
and this is evidentiy the best work she has ever 
done.

PATENT MEDICINES. 


An Apothecary Reveals Some of the 
Mysteries of the Trade- Hon Sov- 
ereign Cures Are Piaced on the Mar- 
ket and Become Popular—Great Ex- 
tent of the Busines. 

New York Times. 

Those who find amusement in prowling around 
apothecary shops may sometimes wonder 
whether the papered and inked preparations 
which stand forth like armies ready to do battle 
contain, as is pretended, cures for all the ills 
that flesh is heir to, or whether death lurks—if 
death ever lurks—among them. A mild-eyed, 
gentle, unassuming apothecary, who has more 
friends to the square mile than a@y other 
apothecary in America, looked wistfully at a 
Times reporter who surveyed a regular army 
division of bottles on the shelves of a much 
frequented shop in this city. Wonderful 
bow many of these things there are.“ said the 
apothecary, picking up a bottle of toothache- 
drops. Then bis oratorical floodgates were 
opened wide, and the reporter listened. He said 
that in country places, where the vendor of pat- 
ent medicine appears with one-half of his wagon 
filled with circutars and the other halt with 
some astonishing cures, sales are rapidly made. 
The vendor transacts his business in public. 
While holding forth before an audience that 
finds entertainment in listening to him, the 
vendor calis upon any one in the crowd who may 
be suffering with the toothache, earache, rheu- 
matism,orany of the one thousand and one 
complaints that his great remedy will promptly 
set aside, to step forward and be cured. Some 
one with the toothache, perhaps, approaches the 
vendor, and, with the excitement which such an 
Important event in his life is sure to create, has 
the remedy applied, and is ready to immediately 
acknowledge that the ache has disappeared. 
The reputation of the remedy is made at 
once. Everybody buys it, and, in the lan- 
guage of the vendor, Children cry for it, and 
old maids sigh for it.“ The circulars inform the 
wonder-stricken crowds that the remedy is sold 
at every respectable apothecary shop in New 
York. e vendor is sure to meet some one who 
wishes to buy the exclusive right to sell the 
remedy, and to such a one, upon the receipt of 
& more or less handsome sum of money, he 
disposes of his right, title, and interest in say 
0 e Golden Stairs Tootbache Aunihilator.“ 
The vendor and the new purchaser go on their 
ways rejoicing. The first continues to prepare 
and sell the same 9 as before, but twists 
the name into the “Tally-ho Toothache Bull- 
dozer,” and the second prepares and seils the 
oid original Golden Stairs Toothacbe Annibil- 
ator.“ Both are made by the same formula, 
and both find ready sale. The exclusive right to 
sell these articles is sold as often as purchasers 
can be found, and the original sellers are merely 
put to tne trouble of securing new names for the 
same old stuf! which they continue to manu- 
facture. 

The apothecary picked up a package of 
whooping-cough remedy and said that it would 
perhaps tell the story of many other prepara- 
tions. A clerk in a printing establishment had 
three children suffering with whooping-cough. 
He secured from a physician a prescription that 
called for something that unquestionably great- 
ly relieved the children. he clerk was pe- 
cuniarily embarrassed, as some other clerks 
have been, and was unable to pay the physician 
for his attendance. Atsuchatimeas this ne- 
cessity was again the mother of jpvention. The 
clerk hit upon the idea of baving the remedy 
prepared for sale in apothecary’s shops so that 
he might accumulate enough wealth to pay bis 

hysician’s bill, and now the remedy is done up 

a neat packages and belongs to the regular 
army of preparations displayed in the shops. 
The apothecary then displayed several packages 
of teas which have high-sounding names on 
the wrappers, and said that they were made of 
salts and senna, witha little ginger or anise- 
seed added. One of these bottles sells 
for 50 cents, and the same amount of 
salts or senna, which would serve the 
purpose equally as well, would cost about five 
cents. Then the apothecary grasped several 
bottles of beef, wine, and iron by the neck, and 
laughed at their worthiesness. The idea of beet, 
wine, and iron mixed, be said, was a good one, 
but those who prepared it vied with each otber 
in their endeavors to place iton the market at 
cheap rates, and thus made it absolutely worth- 
less for any purpose. The apothevary said that 
be could not at that moment refrain from de- 
plorin the fact that men who were never grad- 
uated from a college of pharmacy are proprie- 
tors of apothecary shops in this city. The law 
requires that apothecaries shall be graduates of 
such colleges, and these men evade the law by 
hiring clerks whoare graduates. The apothe- 
cary said that in no other trade was it so im- 
portant that a man should thoroughly under- 
stand nis business. Patent medicines are kept 
in shops for so great a length of time that they 
lose their merit, if they ever had any. Changes 
are going on as time flies, the liquids evaporate, 
or get into such a state that it becomes a very 
serious matter whether they should be used 
upon man or beast. The man who does not un- 
derstand his business buys all the old stock of 
patent medicines offered to bim at cheap rates, 
and is unknowingly ready to deal death and de- 
struction among the rest of mankind. 

The apothecary continued that physicians are 
greatly to biame for recognizing patent medi- 
cines at all. For an instance, one of them 
writes out a prescription for a standard prepa- 
ration and gives ittoa patient. The patient is 
one of the knowing kind, like majority of pa- 
tients, and when he reads the name of some 
well-known patent-medicine man on his pre- 
scription he immediately resolves to outwit the 
physician. Going to the apothecary shop he 
says to the clerk, “Give me a bottle of Biank’s, 
ub—uh—ab—ab, lemme see.“ He has forgotten 
what Blank’s remedy is called, and he tugs at 
the prescription in his pocket and reads it. 
“Ob, ves.“ he resumes, give me a bottle of 
Blank es High-and-Migbty Bazouk.’’ The clerk 
amiles. He knows what be would have done if 
the patient had given him that prescription. 
He would have taken a bottle of Blank’s High- 
and-Mighty Bazouk, washed the label from it. 
and placed upon it a label bearing the directions 
for use which the physician had ordersd. Should 
the patient use the preparation according to 
such directions there would be a possibility that 
the remedy would beof service to him. But the 
patient pockets the bottle as he laughs in bis 
sleeve, and hastening to his home he begins to 
fill bimseif with the preparation. The result in 
such a case as this is generally disastrous. The 
patient tinds that in endeavoring to remove the 
cause of one complaint he has brought another, 
and perhaps worse, ailment upon himself. 

A, certain patent medicine may be a good 
thing today, but when the manufacturer dies 
and his beirs undertake to prepare it they gen- 
erally change the formula so that they can get 
more money out of it. Thus the preparation is 
deteriorated, but the name of the distinguished 
discoverer continues to be pasted upon it, and it 
is sold with great regularity. The knowing pa- 
tient who gets a prescription for a standard 
preparation from a piaysician, and then bids 
adieu to tho doctor, who is anxious to know the 
effect of the article upon bim, does not stop to 
think that every disease bas many phases, and 
that what would be a proper dose for one person 
would be a decidediy improper dose for another. 
What may relieve one person might have no ef- 
fect whatever upon another person. The use of 
salicylic acid, now so common in the prepara- 
tion of remedies for rheumatism, becomes abso- 
lutely dangerous in many cases. Good physi- 
cians say that the acid must produce its effect 
within twenty-four hours. It there is no good 
effect up to that time, then the further use of 
the acid becomes darigerous. It weakens the 
heart, and something to counteract it must be 
used at once. The majority of persons who buy 
patent medicines intended to cure rheumatism, 
and which contain salicylic acid, know nothing 
about the danger they confront, and that heart- 
disease become prevalent is not surprising. 

Some physicians imagine, said the apothecary, 
that druggists like to sell patent medicines. 
He protested that such is not the case. He and 
others in the business, he said, despised patent 
medicines, and never recommend them. Among 
the tricks resorted to by inventors of these 
medicines the apothecary mentioned one. An 
enormously tat woman visited a drug-store 
some years ago and asked the proprietor 
whether he nad any Auti-Fat for sale. He 
replied in the negative, saying that he had 
never heard of such a thing. The woman strode 
from the store, and the apothecary followed 
ber. Whenever she reached a drug-store she 
entered it and asked for Anti-Fat.“ and every- 
where she was told that no such article was 
there for sale. It was discovered that this wom- 
an bad been employed by the inventor of an 
“anti-fat” preparation to make a demand for 
it. She had formeriy been employed asa living 
curiosity in a Bowery museum. The apothecary 
deplored the use of bitters, saying that the aloes 
and alcohol contained in them do much more 
barm than good, and produce ailments that 
neither time nor money can cure. The bitters 
contain vegetable matter which requires the 
use of considerable alcohol, and rabid temper- 
ance people are transformed into drunkards by 
using such decoctions. The apothecary made 
the startling assertion that many respectable 
old ladies bad been jured to drunkards’ graves 
by becoming addicted to the use of these bit- 


ters. 

Cod-liver-oll preparations were next spoken 
of by the apothecary, and by way of disposing 
of the whole subject in a clever way he told a 
story which had been given to him by one of the 
most eminent physicians of this city. The story 
showed how three very bright and cultivated 
young ladies of tne/higher walks of life became 
drunkards. One of them was delicate and 
feeble. It seemed that the dread disease, con- 
sumption, was about to claim her. The family 
physician believed that he couid save her life, 
and be wrote outa prescription for ber. This 
prescription called for oleum morrbue and 
svirits fermenti. The preparation was used

prescription, thanked his 
stars compelled to 
answer a thousand questions. The girls had a 
copy of the “ Dispensatory"’ before them, and 
were endeavor to discover What the prescrip- 
tion meant in plain English. At length they 
discovered that “oloum me um was cod- 
liver oll and that spirits fermeni’’ was 
whisky. They arzued with themselves that as 
the wooderful preparation was merely cod-liver 
oil and whisky, they might purchase those tn- 
gredients at pleasure and mix them themselves, 
and they followed their inclinations. The result 
was that the three girls became drunkards and 
their parents were beartbroken. Had che girls 
never known what ingredients were used in the 
preparation, and submitted themselves to the 
direction of the physician, they might have 
been ornaments in society today instead of fill- 
ing drunkards’ graves. In conclusion, the 
apothecary said rather than commend one of 
the patented articies be would condemn them 
all. Diseases are too often produced by their 
use, and death really does lurk in the regular 
army of patent medicines. 

The patent-medicine business has assumed 
such enormous proportions that the largest deal- 
ers say that sometimes they Can scarcely realize 
that so much money is invested in it. ithout 
the most extensive newspaper advertising, they 
admit the business would fall away and be al- 
mostunheard of. They are satisfied thai this 
would be the condition of affairs with them not- 
withstanding their irremovable opinion that 
many of the articles have genuine merit, and 
when properiy used accomplish good results. 
That the business may prosper millions of dol- 
lars are expended every year in advertising. 
When the manufacturer Of an article, after ten 
years of widespread advertising, discontinues 
this plan of keepmg it before the public, the 
sales generally falloff about 76 per cent, and 
then a steady demand, which continues for many 
years, is reached. A reporter of the Times vis- 
ited au establishment, which is the only one of 
its kind in the city, where patent medicines and 
other preparations of the apothecary and drug- 
gist are exciusively sold. The seven long floors 
of this building were filled with articles invent- 
ed for the cure of every disease which flesh is 
heir to. Twenty years ago this proprietor 
started in a small way with three patented 
preparations, and at the present time he 
deals in over 3.000 different articles. The gen- 
tleman who showed the reporter through the 
place, and who bas been engaged in the business 
tor many years, insisted that be bad never heard 
of any person who died, was injured, or disfig- 
ured through the proper use of any of the 5,000 
articles. Sometimes, be said, a mother would, 
of course, pour a bottle of soothing-sirup down 
the throat of ber squalling infant, and then 
when the infant died there would be a great 
hubbub. The reporter's informant said that 
there is no dull season in the patent-medicine 
business, as there is in the dry-goods trade. 
When the season for cough sirups bas passed 
the cholera medicines und a ready market. 
Toothache is common throughout the year, and 
thus remedies for that distressing complaint are 
always salable. Hair restoratives are briskly 
called for in the spring, summer, autumn, and 
winters, and tonics likewise prevail at all seasons 
of tle year. Tue salesman estimated chat 
there are 25,000 druggists and fuliy 30,000 
physicians in the United States, and said that 
the patent-medicine dealers tind much favor 
among the ppysicians as well as the druggists. 
While the reporter was rubbing against boxes 
filled with all kinds of preparations, the sales- 
man pointed toa pile of boxes, each less than 
two feet square. Those,“ be said, contain 
pills. We sell one of the boxes for $432, and you 
will observe,“ he added with a smile, “that that 
is rather an expensive box of pills.“ Then he 
figured up the cost of a pile of boxes that seemed 
almost lost in the vast amount of other boxes in 
the room, and said: “There we dave 50.072 
worth of pilis, and thatwill give you a faint 
idea of the amount of money invested in patent 
medicines io this building.” The salesman said 
that the dealer will not venture any money ina 
new article unless he buysit from the manu- 
facturer or pays the inventor for the evertast- 
ing right to manufacture it. He will not accept 
a patented article, advertise it, and make it 
protitable, so that the inventor can at some 
time take it from him and manufacture it bim- 
self. The inventor must either manufacture 
and advertise the article himself,or sell the 

atent to a manufacturer and have done with it. 

king at a half-dozen preparations for corns, 
the salesman said that there are fully 2,000 dif- 
ferent corn-cures sold by dealers. 

The reporter was permitted to see a list of the 
various preparationson sale. The number of 
balms for the lungs, rbeumatism, consumption, 
ete., numbered 46; baisams, 96; stomach bitters, 
106; cordials, 48; catarrh, asthma, skin, cough, 
rheumatic, beart, cholera, dyspepsia, ague, and 
other cures, 187; drops, 48; elixirs, 77; extracts, 
131; bair dyes, 23; hair tonics, 16; liniments, 151; 
lotions, 34; lozenges, 57; hair oils, and cod-liver- 
oil preparations, 150; ointments, 87; pills. 312; 
plasters, 157; I 163; various remedies, 
142; different kinds of hair restorers, 68; salts, 
29; salves, 75; enuffs, 18; soaps, 120; specifics, 
66; sirups, 1; tablets, 27; tonics,51; troches, 
WN. and medicinal waters,75.

A BIRDS’ BOARDING-HOUSE. 


The Pecullar Occupation of a New 
York Bird-Fanclier. 
New York Mad. 

Within a stone’s throw of the Gilsey House, in 
Broadway, is a small-sized building with a large 
show window. Bird cages and other fixtures for 
the use of the feathered songsters depend from 
long wires. A neat little card occupies a promi- 
nent position. It attracts much attention from 
passers-by. It bears the simple inscription; 


BIRDS TAKEN TO BOARD. 


A Mail and Express reporter saw the card and 
stepped inside. A hundred canary-birds were 
singing in different keys. Gorgeous parrots 
were chattering and swearing. A small-sizea 
monkey with flaring eyes was gyrating on the 
bar of a big iron cage. He was trying his best 
to make mince-meat out of a glass marbie. 

“Have you a bird you desire to board here, 
sir? said a thick-set German, with big red mus- 
tache and red hair, to the reporter. Oh, you're 
a reporter, and want to find out about my busi- 
ness. Just then one of the parrots swore a blue 
streak, the monkey fell off his perch and cried 


pepo, while a mocking-bird trilled Dem 
olden Slippers 

It's a peculiar business, this.“ said the re- 
porter, shouting to make timself beard above 

din. Very.“ said the German. The poll 
parrots held a consultation and profaned in one 
key. “During the summer.“ continued the 
man, “I bave generally seventy-five or a hun- 
dred birds to take care of and feed.” Then the 
bird and monkey man began to explain the excit- 
ing occupation of harboring birds. In the warm 
weather, when the owners of valuable birds go 
do the country and Europe, they find it unsafe to 
leave their pets to the care of servauts. It 
would not do to leave them shut up in 
a house alone. For these reasons, the man 
went on, the birds were brought to him, 
and he saw that they had all the comforts 
and luxuries that the most exacting canary 
could desire. The charges are moderate, only 
20 cents a week for canaries. This allows for a 
smail profit of 75 per cent. Owners furnish their 
own cages. They must be of nice, bright brass. 
No, the man would not have bis store disfigured 
with wooden coops. The monkey munched bis 
marble. The parrots swore in trebies. The din 
was almost deafening. A man who is stone deaf 
might enjoy life in a bird- store. To a man with 
a well-preserved ear-drum, the confusion of 
sounds there is heartrending, When the noise 
had subsided, the speaker résumed bis talk. He 
has customers from the fashionabie halls of 
Murray Hill, and expects to retire rich. ‘The re- 
porter thought he might on the 76 per cent plan. 

* What is your price for boarding parrots? "’ 

Forty cents a week.” 

“What do you feed them on? “Well, they 
will eat anything from carpet-tacks to boot 
heels, but I am very careful and keep such food 
away from them.”’ 

Some parrots, the man explained, were very 
dainty. He had one that would not eat his 
cracker unless it had butter on it. And the 
butter had to Le good, too. No oleomargarine, 
if vou please. It was observed that this 
conservative bird was very distressed-looking. 
She bad a blue eye, and regarded the mon- 
key ardently. The monkey did not re- 
gard her. He chewed his marble and 
was happy. This parrot, the bird-fancier ex- 
plained, ange to a rich old maid who bad 

one to France. She remitted ber 4) cents regu- 
arly, and sometimes inclosed a piece of poetry, 
which she requested the man to teach the bird.

With regard to the other birds 
taken on board the speaker said that be re- 
ceived many mocking-birds. These were very 
hard to take care of. He charged 60 cents a 
week for boarding them. They were soft-billed 
birds, and their food had to be especially pre- 
pured.

The Annual Regatta of the New York 
Lacht Clud. 

The great yachting event ot the season, the 
annual regatta of the New York Yacht Club, 
took place Thursday last and was one of the 
finest regattas ever sailed by the club.

It may not be generally known to landsmen, 
but all sailors are aware that, witha strong and 
steady favoring wind, it is possible for a sailing- 
vessel to equal the speed of an Atlantic steam- 
ship, Mr. njamin, in his article on “ 
Evolution of the American Lacht in the forth- 
coming July Century, compares the time made by 
some sailing-ships tweaty and thirty years ago 
with that of the fastest steamers of today. In 
one of the recent fastest passages ever made 
by the Alaska, ber greatest run was 419 miles in 
twenty-four hours. Before 1850, the ship James 
Baines, built by Donald McKay, ran 420 miles in 
twenty-four hours. The ship Red Jacket, built 
at Rockland, Maine, ran 2,280 miles in seven 
days, or 325 miles per diem for a week. The 
Fiying Cloud, McKay's most celebrated ship, 
once made 374 knots, or 433 miles, in twenty- 
four bours and twenty-tive minutes, equal to 
17.17 miles per hour. The difficulty sailtng-ves- 
sels experience is competing with craft whose 
motive power is steam lies, notin the ability of 
the ships, but in the fact that the wind is un- 
steady. 


SOUTH WATER STREET. 


A Saturday Afternoon Whirl Among 
the “Garden-Sass°? Men. 

The bustie and animation of South Water 
street is at all times interesting, but Saturday, 
of all days in the week, is the time when it ig 
thronged with smali buyers who wish to lay iu a 
stock for the Sunday dinner at the boarding- 
house or the home. The grocers and butchers 
buy alittle earlier in the week to prepare for 
this same Saturday trade, and the commission 
men generally seck to clear out their stocks and 
avoid as much as possible the necessity of car- 
rying perishable goods over Sunday. To prop- 
erly close up the week, and give housekeepers 
an opportunity to study the markets during the 
leisure moments of Sabbath meditation, it has 
beeu the custom of a TRIBUNE reporter every 
Saturday to take a whirl through the street and 
note the different phases which the market pre- 
sents. 

To most housekeepers the potato question is 
the all-absorbing topic, as the average man will 
stow away large quantities of this vegetable, 
having been accustomed to regard it as a stabie 
and cheap article of diet. Just at present, how- 
ever, the humble and despised tato is some- 
thing of a luxury. The St. Louis crop has just 
begun to arrive, and is not at all plentiful. They 
command from $4.25 to 84.50 per barrel. The 
Memphis vew potatoes command $5 per barrel. 
Old potatoes bring from 50 to 75 cents per bushel. 
Very few car-lots are arriving, the stock coming 
generally in lots of about fifty savks. 

St. Louis cabbages are on the market in large 
quantities. A crate averag fifty heads is 
quoted at $4@4.25. The new stock has about 
wiped out the great demand for this vegetable, 
and the stock seems to be arriving in Orst-class 


order. 

Illinois, from Cairo to Centralia. is furnishing 
the beans which sell at from $1.50 to $1.75 Pn 
bushel box. Wax beans are worth $2. The 
supply is fair, and buyers can get all they want 
at reasonable prices. 

The peas on the market now come from St. 
Louis and Central Illinois, and are quoted at 
$1.50 per box and $2 per bushel basket. The 
stock is fresh and in excellent condition. Onions 
are in good demand at $5@6 per barrel, the Ber- 
muda variety bringing $23 per box. 

Asparagus, spinach, lettuce, and pie-plant are 
all home-grown. “If you are quoting for the 
country,” said one dealer, tell them we do not 
want any more aspararcus, spinach, or lettuce.” 
Pie-plant is in good demand at 2% cents per 
dozen or 2% cents per pound. There isa big 
supply ot home-grown lettuce, and the dealers 
have bard work to get rid of it at 10 cents 

r dozen ~peads. The street is loaded 

wn with asparagus, which is nomi- 
nally quoted at 505 cents per dozen 
buaches, although many dealers are getting rid 
of the stulf as fast as possible. Spinach brings 
1 from $1.25 down to almost nothing per 
rre 


Strawberries of a good ciass are arriving in 
small quantities trom Michigan, but are rather 
scarce; the large stock is from Southern IIII- 
nois. They bring from $4.75 to $5.50 per case of 
sixteen quarts. The common grades are retail- 
ing for cents per box. Very nice-looking 
péaches from Tennessee are selling at 75 cents 
@$1.26 per box, and are retailing at from 40 to 
50 cents per basket. 

The Georgia darkeys have allowed a few 
watermelons to reach this city, and they were to 
be had on the street yesterday at prices ranging 
from 75 cents to $1, according to size. The 
smaller fruits and berries are beginning to ar- 
rive in quantities, and are sold at prices 
which vary greatiy, according to condition, va- 
riety, and the whim of the holders. Another 
week of good weather, without too much rain, 
will bring in a general supply of all kinds of 
vegetables and fruits, and cause the usual tum- 
bie in prices, which will continue until the home 
stock is exhausted and the markets become de- 
pendent on the Northern gardens as they have 
been on those in the South.

The archdeacon pronounced 
them much better than the free schools of 
England; but they are uncertain, and for 
that reason do not please the Papal authori- 
ties. The Catholic Church has free schools 
in the northern part of Italy under the direc- 
tion of the Jesuits, but it looks very much 
| as though these schools would do Protest- 
antism good in the future, because the pupils 
at them are being too well taught for the 
good of the Roman Church. There will 
arise from these schools an element of youn 
men, wha more patriotic than religious, will 
stand for Italy as against the Pope, and 
finally drift toward Protestantism. Between 
the nonsectarian schools and the Catholic 
schools the Italians are being pretty well 
educated, and the more they learn the more 
they seem to leave the standard of the Pope. 
Italy is rapidly becoming a free, independ- 
ent country, and the masses of the people 
have shown great improvement during the 
past two years. Still, Papacy is the living 
question, and one of contention.” 

“Under what conditions do you think the 
Pope would leave Rome?’ “First, were 

taly and France involved in a war the Pope 
would go to some other city than Rome, be- 
cause the confusion of war would cut off his 
communication with other parts of the 
world. The Pope would also leave Rome 
were the Italian Government to say to him, 
Lou must become simply Bishop of Rome, 
and live like a citizen, subject in everything

Dr. Nevin compared the present Pope with 
his predecessor, saying that Pius IX. was lib- 
eral till his personal vanily was touched, 
while Leo cared little for the offenses against 
himself as an individual, but was very tena- 
cious of the power and rights whictfbelonged 
tothe Church. Ile is a great diplomat, as 
the world can see by his appearance of play- 
ing into the hands of Bismarck, but in re- 
ality gaining his own ends. Germany is 
making certain concessions to the Vatican, 
not because it loves the Pope, but because 
Bismarck wants 3 gain the vote of the Cath- 
olic masses, to uit against the extreme 
Liberals of Germany.” , . 

THE SACRED COLLEGE. 
SOME STATISTICS OF THE CARDINALS AND 

OF THE ROMAN CATHOLIC HIERARCHY. 

The Sacred College is now composed of 
sixty-five Cardinals. There are, consequent- 
ly, five vacancies, of which only four remain 
to be filled, since the name of one new Car- 
dinal is reserved in pectore—that is to say, 
has been determined upon but not yet pub- 
lished. The oldest member of the Sacred 
Coliege is Cardinal Donnet, Archbishop of 
Bordeaux. He is 87. The youngest is Car- 
d§nal Zigliari, only 49, a learned Dominican, 
supposed to be the greatest Thomist living. 
The nationalities of the Sacred College are as 
follows: Italians, 34; French, ¥; German, 5; 
Spanish, 4; English, 3; Hungarian, 3; Por- 
tuguese, 2; Irish, 1; Polish, 1; Belgian, 1; 
Turkish, 1; American, 1. 

The tallest Cardinal is Howard, the short- 
est Jacobini, Secretary of State. The fattest 
is Bartolini, the thinnest McCloskey. All 
agree that the most learned is Bilio, possibly 
the future Pope. The greatest orator is 
Alimonda, the greatest student Pitra, the 
greatest linguist Haynald. Ten Cardinals 
have been selected out of religious communi- 
ties, 55 from the secular clergy. The aggre- 
gate age of the members of the Sacred Col- 
lege is 3,390 years, which gives an average of 
a little over 52 years. , 

Of the 65 Cardinals, 6 are of the order of 
Bishops, 46 of the order of Priests, and 13 of 
the order of Deacons. Only one Cardinal is 
now living who was created as far back as 
Gregory XVL, Cardinal Schwarzenberg, 
Archbishop of Prague. He is fourteen years 
younger than Donnet, but has been a Car- 
dinal ten years longer. There are 45 Cardi- 
nals of Pio Nono’s creation, and 21 created 
by the present Pope. Since Leo XIIL was 
crowned 20 Cardinals have died, averaging 5 
yearly. It seems only yesterday sincg Arch- 
bishop McCloskey was made a Cardinal; yet 
he stands already in the first quarter of the 
college in regard to age of creation. 

Of the nine patriarchial sees of the Catho- 
lic Church, that of Constantinople is vacant, 
while the others are filled. The Latin rite 
has all over the world 149 archiepiscopal 
sees, and the Oriental rite has 27. ‘There are 
568 Bishops of the Latin rite, 47 of the 
Oriental. Figures corrected to April 1 of the 
present year show that throughout the world 
the Catholic Church has a hierarchy com- 

sed of 1,289 prelates having jurisdiction. 
In this number are not included the Vicar- 
Generals of the dioveses nor the honorary 
Monsignori. During his Pontificate Leo 
XIII. has erected 5archiepiscopal sees, 15 
episcopal sees, 7 apostolic vicarates, and 5 
apostolic prefectures. The ordinary denom- 
ination of some sees in partibus infidelium 
has been dropped this year.

HOLLAND’S ORTHODOXY. 
A CRITIC CRITICISED.

certain so-called “orthodox” points, to 
which sectarianism binds the consciences of 
its ministers, if not its laymen (as for in- 
stance the points, non-acquiescence in 
whieh caused Dr. Thomas’ expulsion from 
the Methodist pulpit), then would our R. C. 
have been, so far at least, an M. C. C. (more 
careful correspondent). 

Then too, with regard to Dr. Holland’s 
expression of “contempt for the Church ot 
the past.” O doubly C. 11 One reads in 
fable of the butterfly speaking in contempt 
ofits earlier forms of existence. So also 
——ů be may have experience of 
butterfly t inkers, like Ingersoll, who ex- 
press contempt for the slow ploddings of the 
world’s youth, but when it comes to one 
like Dr. Holland—a broad man of the best 
type—never! Knowing the man, even if 1 
had never heard por read the sermon in 
question, I should also know that only a mis- 
print could make him express “a contempt 
for the Church of the past.” But in the 
only paper in which the sermon was pub- 
lished in full, no such misprint occurs. 
What Dr. H. did say, as one sums the ser- 
mon for its purpose, was that the Church of 
the Living God, of whatever age, and how- 
ever so much hampered by ignorance, pre- 
judice, and passion, yet knew*enough, was 
wise enough, not to burden her character 
with the excrescences of sectarian dogma. 
If this be an expression of “contempt ”— 
well, to say the least, the word takes on a 
queer sense. 

Now, about the Doctor’s position on the 
eternal punishment“, question, what it is 
1 do not know. Nor, as a question, do 
imagine the Doctor thinks it worth his while 
to ng it into his pulpit. Certainly he does 
no t do it in the sermon whence our R. C. 
makes his quotation. in its connec- 
tions, one sees at once that in the passage 

uoted the Doctor merely assumes the 

octrine false for the sake of the argument 
which follows: 

“Why notthen have anti-Mumbo Tumbo 
societies as well as Universalism; and non- 
witchcraftians as well as Nonconformists,”’ 


etc, 

That is, the Doctor says in effect: “The 
doctrine of universal salvation may or may 
not be true. Assume that it is true, it is still 
no matter to found a sect upon so long as it 
does not conflict with the accepted dogmas 
of the Church. No more is a theory 
of inspiration, or atonement, or baptism. 

f a man must believe universal salvation, or 
hold a certain theory of atonement or in- 
spiration, or if he be led by his view of truth 
to believe or preach something very different 
on these points, he is at perfect liberty in the 
Church so to do. These are not the essen- 
tials of the Christian faith, and, therefore, for 
aman or set of men to found asect upon any 
of them is a most irrational thing to do, and 
wicked, for without shadow of cause the 
divide-the body of Christ, which thing is al- 
ways a blow at the liberty of the sons of 
God. It is no wonder that men who have so 
one been taught the oneness ot Christianity 
with sectarianism have ceased so largely 
from church attendance.” 

These are not, | know, the Doctor’s exact 
words, but by plaimest inference their logical 
unfoldment. At least such was and is the 
understanding of them by all with whom the 
present writer has spoken on the subject 
(and the all“ includes very many of those 
who composed the Doctor’s audience on the 
occasion of their delivery). 

The sermon was indeed a bold one, but 
bold in the true sense, not of a sensational 
Milnism, but of an advance sheltered on 
every side by historic and experimental fact. 
Withal, it seemed to many of us the bes 
clearest, and most eloquent presentation o 
Catholic truth we had ever heard. 

Let Romanist, Protestant, and self-styled 
„ Rationalists”’ find the sermon, read it, and 
make the most of it. it will do them . 
Perhaps, too, it will not hurt our R. C., or 
for that matter, the J 1 which has 
been equally reckless in its reading, to read 
it egain.

THE CANADIAN “ HERETIC.” 

The acquittal of the Rev. A. Burns, D. D., 
I. L. D., by the Wesleyan Methodist Church 
of Canada on the charge of heresy is regard- 
ed as a great triumph for the younger and 
progressive element in the Church. The 
charges 
against Dr. Thomas, embracing inspiration, 
the atonement. and eternal punishment. The 
occasion of the trial was the letter to Dr. 
Thomas, first published in Tux Cuicaco 
TRIBUNE, in which Dr. Burns professed sym- 
pathy with Thomas’ views on all three points, 
and encouraged him to stand firm against h 
assailants. The trial lasted three days, afid 
the excitement ran high, although, accord- 
ing to a letter from Dr. Burns to a friend in 
this city, not an unkind word was uttered on 
either side. This was in great contrast to 
the Thomas trial, in which slang and abuse 
played the principal part. Dr. Burns was ac- 
quitted on all three charges; on the first by 
a heavy majority, on the second almost 
unanimously, and on the third unanimously. 
The prosecution then introduced a resolution 
expressing regret that Dr. Burns allowed his 
letter to Dr. Thomas to be published, but 
even that was voted down by a good major- 
ity, some members declaring that they were 
glad it was r as good had come out 
of it. Dr. Burns stood upon his letter and 
took nothiiug back. The result of the trial is 
thought to indicate a great change among 
the Methodists of Canada in the last few 
years in the direction of tolerance and lib- 
erality. Ten years ago a clergyman would 
have been convicted for such utterances by 
as large a — as that by which he is now 
acquittted. Dr. Burns was emery Protes- 
sor of Mathematics in the lowa Wesleyan 
University at Mount Pleasant, and subse- 
quently President of Simpson Centenary 
College at Indianola, la. Several years ago 
he was invited to some pastor of Grace 
Church in this city but declined, He is one 
of the best scholars in the country, and a 
good preacher and conversationalist.

Pursuant to usage, bowever, the congress ro- 
serves the right to reorganize awards, 60 as to 
give to each exhibitor the highest award which 
be bad received in any one ciasé, and the con- 
gress therefore approved the recommendations 
of the jories, ane tself awarded a Diploma of 
Honor to Mr. Edison. 

Altogether there were only eleven of the high- 
est possible awards (the Diploma of Honor) 
granted by the full congress, and of these only 
two were given to America—namely: one to Mr.

The only diploma of fonor for an incandescent 
electric light was awarded to Mr. Edison.

The Auction Sale of the Davis Tract. 
Au auction sale of city lots was held yesterday 
afternoon on the ground known as “ David 


Davis’ South Addition,” being the 8. B. \ of, 


the S. W. K of Sec, 28, 80, 14. The property 
comprises forty acres, and lies between Twenty- 
ninth and Thirty-first streets, Stewart avenue 
and Wallace street. ‘Thirtieth street crosses it 
east and west, while Hanover, Butler, and Par- 
nell streets run through from north to south.

The County Hospital. 

On Friday afternoon Mr. J. C. Cochrane, the 
architect, submitted to the Joint Committee on 
Public Buildings and Public Charities of the 
County Board the completed plans for the con- 
templated administratuon building and for two 
isolated pavilions to be built as additions to the 
County Hospital on Harrison street, between 
Wood and Lincoln. These buildmgs are to be 
planned in accordance with Mr. Cochrane's 
originai design for the group of buildings; 
there have already been seven buildings erected; 
these will make ten, and there are to be still 
four more erected to carry out the Original de- 
sign, and which will ao doubt be ordered at no 
distant day. It bas been said by the best ex- 
derts in hospital matters that the bospital as al- 
ready constructed is the best building in its ap- 
polutments of any inthis country; and with the 
additional buildings to be erected it will make 
it still more perfect, a will reflect credit on 
the architect and designer. 

The buildings yet to be built in addition to the 
three now contemplated will be two medical and 
two surgical pavilions, entirely different iu pian 
and finish. The architect states that there is 
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which are inclosed in brick, and then 

into the building. This is the same method em- 
ployed in the pavilions already built. The ven- 
tilation will be by grates, which are furnished 
with large flues. The Hight of this buildi 
from the ground to the top of the mansard 

is 100 feet and to the top of the tower 168 feet, 
which will present a lofty appearance and give 
grand effect to the group of buildings. 

There are to be two isolated pavilions. These 
will be placed in front of the medical pavil- 
ions already built and on either side of the ad- 
ministration building and ninety feet from it. 
The corridor will be extended and connect with 
these pavilions, These two buiidings are iden- 
tical in plan. They will be two stories and base- 
ment in bight, and in the mansard story will be 
one — furnished room tor convaleseents. 
The building is 0x50 feet, with a wing in the 
rear 30x40 feet. 

The basement will be utilized as a ward, and 
will give accommodations for sixteen beds. The 
principal story will have the same number. The 
second story will be divided into rooms, two of 
which will have three beds each, and eight 
rooms one bed each. These rooms are intended 
for severe contagious diseases, and are separat- 
od entirely from the other parts of the hospital. 
In each story there will be a dining-room, scul- 
lery, pantry, a nurse's room, and lavatory. 
There will also be provided stairways to the dif- 
ferent stories, and a dumb-waiter to conve 
tood from the basement corridor up. There will 
bea steam-cioset in connection with the in- 
fectious warda, to cook for such patients as are 
ju n of it, and for the clothing for 
wards a disinfecting-oven will be built, sup- 
plied with steam and botair, which will destroy 
all the impurities and germs. e heating and 
ventilation of these pavilions will be 
as t for the Michael Reese Hospital, on 
Twenty-ninth street. The ventilation-shaft 
will be placed in the centre of the pavilion, and 
under the floor will be a duct, and under each 
bed will be placed a ventilating-register con- 
necting with this duct, thereby preventing the 
communication of air between The hot 
air will de brought into the wards near the ceil- 


ing, to prevent commotion, By this method the 


hot air will be spread under the ceili 
and will fall in regular strata to the floor, 
spread over the patient in bed like a sheet, and 
escape under the bed through the ventilating 
register. The two isolated pavilions will give 
accommodations for ninety-two beds, and also 
for the nurses, and the top story, if necessary, 
can be used, and will provide room for thirty- 
two 8. 
In the administration building there will bein 
all sixty-nine rooms, including officers’ quarters. 
All of these rooms intended for patients are of 
sufficient size for three beds each, and some of 
them four beds. If so arranged, this buil 
will provide bede for ninety-eight — 1 
furnished this way, the three buildings will give 
beds for 222 patients, which, in addition to the 
850 already there, will make 572 beds. A large 
number of the rooms planned in the administra- 
tion building are intended for pay patients, and, 
if so used, such rooms will be provided with one 
bed only, and the number of beds will be less in 
proportion. yet. 
With the erection of these buildings it will be 
understood that all the buildings (for the ma- 
chinery of the hospiati) will be completed that 
is, the administration building, chemical bunid- 
ing, kitehen and dormitory buiiding, laundry 
building, boi/er-bouse and fuel building, and the 
mortuary. So that the most expensive parts 
have been provided; and the four buildings yet 
to be erected will be solely for the accommoda- 
tion of the patients, and will add greatly to the 
capacity of the hospital with comparatively 
small cost. ‘ 


Sales and Building ia New York. 

Among other apartment houses of note to be 
erected in New York is one to cost $1,000,000 on 
the southeast corner of Fifth avenue and Twen- 
ty-second street. A large apartment house on 
the codperative plan will be erected there after 
designs by Mr. C. W. Clinton. The new build- 
ing will be known as the Knickerbocker, and 
will measure eighty-seven feet on Fifth avenue, 
and 125 feet on Twenty-eighth street; it will be 
eleven stories high, with safe-deposit vaults in 
the basement, and shops on the ground floor. 
There will be twenty apartments for members 
of the association, and two apartments on the 
tenth floor for renting. The materials to be 
used in the front are brick and Belleville stone, 
and the whole structure will be fire-proof. The 
cost, includ that of the land. will be about 
$1,000,000, and the work will be done by the 
autumn of next year. 

Some of the great capitalists in New York, 
whose names have become prominent bitherto 
in the stock market, are investing heavily in 
real estate. 

Mr. Russell Sage has engaged archit to 
make for bim pians for a large double h at 
Eighth avenue and Ninetieth street, upon a 
plot of ground 100 feet square. He will occupy 
the bouse when finished. 

It is reported that James R. Keene has be- 
come the purchaser of the Wendermere apart- 
ment house at Fifty-seventh street and Ninth 
avenue, for $350,000, being his first investmeut 
in real estate in New York. 

William H. Faiconer of Falconer & Son, re- 
cently purchased 500,000 acres of agricultural 
and grazing land in Colorado. 

The property at 928 Broadway, for which 
William M. Tweed paid $119,500 nine years ago, 
was sold by auction last week for $66,000, after 
an offer of $90,000 bad been refused for its pur- 
chase at private sale. 

José F. Navarro filed plans with the Bureau of 
Buildings for the construcuon of eight tireproof 
apartment houses in Fifty-eighth and Fifty- 
ninth streets, near Seventh avenue, which are 
to cost $300,000 each. 
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MORE CABLES. 


Progress of the Work on Wabash 
Avenue. 

The work of putting in the cable road on Wa- 
bash avenue has been pushed rapidly, and won- 
derful progress has been made by the army of 
trained and experienced men employed. These 
men learned their work on the State street road, 
and every one of them knows exactly what to 
do, so there are no ciashes. A few Indiana and 
Clark street cars run on the avenue coming 
down-town via Indiana avenue and Eighteenth 
street, and returning by way of Twenty-second 
street and Wabash avenue. Temporary sidings 
between Thirteenth and Fourteenth streets and 
between Hubbard and Peck courts allow cars 
to pass. The Cottage Grove avenue cars run 
via Twenty-second and State streets. 

The west track on Wabash avenue has been 
completed from Twenty-first to Harrison street, 
with the exception vf a break at the Burlingtou 
crossing, where the large cross-piece is to be 
set, anda few tive-foot breaks at the larger 
manholes. The track bas been concreted to 
near Jackson street, the iron work isin to near 
Adams street. and the treneb is dug to near 
Monroe street. The concrete mixer is just south 
of Jackson street. If the weather continues 
good connection will be made with the cable 
— a Madison street by the latter part of the 
week. 

The east track has been completed to near 
Fourteenth street, with a break at the railroad 
crossing and a few smaller breaks. The con- 
creting bas been completed to near Twelfth 
street, the iron work is in to near Harrison 
street, and the trenches are dug to Harmon 
—— The concrete mixer is at Thirteenth 
stree 

Tne work is being carried on so tnat the street 
outside of the tracks is comparatively clear, and 
traffic is not interfered with to any extent.
